As a parting 
word, Sir Edw in said th at he left America 
w ith m uch reluctance. 
This, his first 
visit to the U nited States, will form the 
subject of a series of graphic essays in the 
London lelegrapb, of which n ew sp ap er the 
author of “The L ight of Asia” is chief ed­ 
itor. 
To the S u n d a y U n io n correspond­ 
ent, Sir Edwin, a few hours before his de­ 
parture, expressed himself as charm ed with 


A m e ric a and the A m e ric a n people. 
He 
pronounced New Y ork as grand in its 
great m e n ; Boston, a welcome home for 
traveler and student; W ashington, the 
most beautiful city on the continent; P h il­ 
adelphia, as charm ingly picturesque; Chi­ 
cago, as phenom enal; Denver, as an oak of 
steady, substantial grow th; 
Omaha, a 
modern m art, and San Francisco most at­ 
tractive to the tourist. 
Upon the m orning of his departure Sir 
Edwin Arnold smoked an after-breakfast 
cigar, in his room at the Palace Hotel, and 
chatted pleasantly with a S u n d a y -U n io n 
correspondent upon tim ely literary topics. 
As a moralist, as a poet of sweet purity, as 
a man of fine sensibilities, there is scarcely 
an Englishm an to-day better qualified to 
speak, in terms ill or good, of recent Am er­ 
ican literature, and more especially of 
erotic fiction and poems of passion, than is 
the well known student of Asiatic litera­ 
ture.

“ I have read E lla W heeler W ilcox and 
Am elie Hives,” said Sir Edwin, knocking 
the ashes from his cigar. 
“ The others I 
have not read. 
Yoti speak of Mrs. A ther­ 
ton, Edgar Saltus, Abi Jackm an and other 
writers of whom I know nothing, and ot 
whom I have never heard. 
‘ The Quick or 
the Dead ’ I read w ith a great deal of in­ 
terest. 
I do not regard this recent Amer­ 
ican literature as a new school, and cer­ 
tainly such a school should not be estab­ 
lished. 
I do not think there exists to-day 
a separate, distinct school of this kind. 
There are certain writers, headed by our 
Swinburne and the gifted men of France, 
whom I know. 
I do not adm it th at these 
men constitute a school in literature char­ 
acterized as fleshliness. 
T heir work is the 
old eternal classic revolt against Puritan­ 
ism and the narrow forms of Christianity. 
T he first of them all was the Emperor 
Julian, one of the finest fellows th at ever 
lived. 
In his heart there was a revolt 
against Christ and H is teachings, for in 
his heart was the old grace of Greece and 
the glory of Rome. 
T his new religion of 
Christ, "draped in gray, seemed odious. 
Look round about and see the clergy damn 
the babes to everlasting hell, and say ’tis 
wicked for a man to look at women’s 
ankles. 
Do not misunderstand me. 
I 
should never excuse imm orality or forgive 
offenders against public decorum. 
Let us 
remember Swinburne’s verses, and believe 
th at the poets of the present make but a 
natural and even useful protest against 
the extravagances of Puritanism . 
I agree 
w ith him who writes, ‘Dost thou believe 
because thou art virtuous there should be 
no more cakes and ale.’ 
I was sitting 
w ith W alt W hitm an the other day, and I 
repeated to him some of his own verses 
and explained their philosophy and their 
beauty. 
H e said to me, ‘You are the first 
man to explain my own lines.’ 
At this I 
said to him, ‘I am no more ashamed of 
body than of soul. I look largely, broadly, 
at men, at literature, at the affairs of life.’ 
W alt W hitm an was right. 
I swear I am 
no more ashamed of body than of soul. 
Read those lines of Robert Browning in 
which he says, ‘N or sonl helps body more 
than body once helped soul!’ 
Ah, me, it 
is a sad spectacle, a disgusting thing for 
th e world to be ashamed of beauty. 
This 
does not apply to bawdy books. 
T here is 
no excuse for" their birth or their exist­ 
ence. 
There is no enemy to the beauty of 
the 
world, 
the 
Greek 
of life, 
like 
th e obscene man. 
H e is the guerilla 
th at 
defaces, 
mars 
the 
shape 
and 
form 
of nature. 
If such 
books 
are 
w ritten to sell, to p an d er; the man who 
writes them is a villain and should be cast 
headlong into the broad Pacific, and the 
woman—yea, she is worse than the man. 
T here is R ider H aggard. 
I know him 
well, and meet him frequently on the 
‘ underground.’ 
H is work is clever, his 
‘ S h e’ even better th a n ' Cleopatra,’ I 
think. 
There are beautiful things in his 
books, yet people will not read. 
B ut then 
you cannot judge Cleopatra by the young 
women of Boston. 
You Americans are 
very moral except on 
Dupont 
street. 
There is more propriety here than across 
the seas. 
You must read the carpenter’s 
story in Chaucer. 
Read the things those 
dear old men so blandly printed.” 
One day last winter Edwin Arnold was 
w alking along Piccadilly. 
Soon it was 
raining hard. 
H e took refuge in a m u­ 
seum of Egyptian antiquities. 
There he 
saw the slippers of an Egyptian mummy. 
H e took them up, and his quick percep­ 
tion saw the maiden of the Nile, who 
wore them , standing before him as a liv­ 
ing reality. 
H e drew an envelope from 
his pocket," took hurried notes, and some 
tim e since completed a poem of great 
beautv.

FACTS AND FIGURES. 


G re a t T ilin g s Expressed in V e ry U t i l e 
S p ace. 
The corn crop of 1889 is estim ated at 
2,268,293,083 bushels. 
The total amount of educational gifts in 
this country last year was $5,000,000. 
One hundred and seventy-five out of the 
365 colleges in this country publish papers. 
A handkerchief in the possession of the 
Empress of Russia is said to have cost 
$2,500. 
I t took seven years to m ake it. 
T he new U nited States cruiser which 
will be constructed at the Brooklyn Navy 
Y ard will be lim ited in cost to $1,100,000. 
The registered State m ilitia of the 
States is 99,201. 
The num ber of men 
available for m ilitary duty in case of war 
is 8,331,227. 
D uring a period of five days recently 
Kansas City shipped forty-eight cars of 
live hogs to"the City of Mexico, in addition 
to the large shipm ents of packing-house 
products. 
The total num ber of guns in the British 
navy is 2,494, exceeding the combined 
totals of Germany, Italy, Russia and Aus­ 
tria. 
The total num ber of guns of the 
French navy is 1,705. 
Taking th e consumption of m eat in 
G reat B ritain as a basis, this country con­ 
sumes 3,000,000 tons of dressed meat a 
year, or nearly half as much as all Europe, 
whose consumption is nearly 8,112,000 tons 
annually. 
D uring the nine months ending Septem­

The total for the world is 
342,400 miles. 
Professor Presenius, of Wiesbaden, after 
a long series of chemical analysis, declares 
th at an egg contains as much nourishment 
as a pound and an ounce of cherries, a 
pound and a quarter of grapes, a pound and 
a half of russet apple, two pounds of goose­ 
berries or four pounds of pears, and that 
114 pounds of grapes, 127 pounds of russet 
apples. 192 pounds of pears and 327 pounds 
of plums are equal in nourishm ent to 100 
pounds of potatoes. 
The Royal George, which was launched 
from the Royal Dockyards of EDgland in 
1789, and which was the most formid­ 
able war-ship at th at time, cost in round 
numbers $338,000, aud this sum included 
the expense of coppering and copper bolt­ 
ing, of masts, yards, rigging, sails, anchors, 
cables and all other boatswains’ and car­ 
penters’ stores. 
The Royal George was 
the then terror of England’s enemies; she 
carried 100 guns, was 190 feet long, 52 
broad, and was of 2,286 tons.

clusive of armament, was in round num ­ 
bers $4,313,970, or nearly $4,000,000 more 
than th at of the first English man-of-war 
of 1789. 
T his formidable engine of naval 
watfare is 342 feet long and 73 broad, hav­ 
ing a tonnage of 11,940.

THE JANITOR. 


HE 
COMMANDS 
THE 
SITUATION IN 
FLAT LIFE. 


T hough H e B uies O ver the Tenants His 


Life is Not One o f P eace and 


Com fort.

N e w Y o r k , O cto b er 13, 1889. 
In taking a flat let it not be concealed 
th at the prospective home may become an 
actual prison, the jailer being the Janitor. 
Of extrem e importance, he is usually 
spelled w ith a capital J. 
On paper, he is the G uardian Angel of 
the premises, taking down ashes and ref­ 
use, sending up coal and wood, keeping 
clean the halls and stairways, caring for 
trunks stowed away in storerooms—the 
storeroom below being an institution, since 
through 
everything, the 
typical 
New 
Y orker sticks to his or her trunk. 
I t is 
the last and safe refuge, because wherever 
one may be, no m atter how peaceful the 
prospect, one anticipates (at least, dimly,) 
being obliged to go somewhere else. 
T he janitor’s apartm ents being located 
in the basement, just beside the main en­ 
trance, from such point of observation 
those who pass in and out feel themselves 
subjected to an eye which it rests with 
themselves to render evil or the contrary. 
I t is presumed, usually, th at he appro­ 
priates a certain quantity of coal and 
wood. 
H aving access to the coal bins of 
each particular tenant, who is to say him 
nay? 
T he tenants do not, and they ex­ 
pressing no opposition, it is the concern of 
none other. W ise people are conveniently 
obtuse and presume th at blackmail shared 
among a certain num ber becomes suffi­ 
ciently lightened to be borne. 
T hat and 
and other things must be borne, since 
w hat may not the janitor do? 
H e can, perhaps, pick letters out of let­ 
ter boxes or instill fatal uncertainty in an 
inquiring postman’s soul. 
H e can make 
everything go right or wrong, according 
as the occupant above has made things 
right or wrong w ith him. 
H e can refuse 
to see sneak thieves as they sneak to one’s 
apartm ents or turn sneak thief himself, 
lie can slander a delinquent to the land­ 
lord, who usually trusts him im plicitly; 
he can forget messages left w ith h im ; he 
can do fifty spiteful things and his victim 
be never the wiser. 
W hat New Y orker of experience, then, 
so bold as to quarrel with his janitor? 
N ot one, I venture to say, and the upshot 
of the m atter is th at tenants, one and all, 
court his favor, bid for his smiles and vie 
w ith one another as to which shall make 
the best Christmas 
present, Christmas 
presents being strictly his due. 
A busi­ 
ness man who at his office may lord it over 
his clerks and typew riters grows gradu­ 
ally in meekness as he approaches home. 
If he is not afraid of his wife, he certainly 
is of his janitor, and, contrariwise, there 
are women who nag their servant girls or 
husbands, who, when addressing their jan ­ 
itor, put on a cloak of politeness. 
B ut “uneasy lies the head th a t wears a 
crown.” 
T he way of the janitor is hard. 
It is not uncommon for one such dignitary 
to have charge of twenty families, four 
houses of five families each, or two double 
houses w herein twenty (genteel) families 
reside, five on either side of the two main 
halls. 
_ 
T hink then of th at man’s share in the 
burdens of life ! 
Between worrying ten­ 
ants he must sta n d ; each side pelts him 
with th eir w oes; with each m ust he 
sympathize, and in case of hostilities, with 
each must a model janitor agree. 
One 
tenant complains th at the gas burns too 
h ig h ; another th at it is too low ; one that 
it is lighted too e a rly ; another that it is 
too late; one wishes more air adm itted; 
another complains of draughts; one that 
the entrance is to warm (halls and stair­ 
ways are always heated); another that 
they are too cold, and in case of steam 
heated flats, such plaints may become 
m ultiplied by ten or twenty. 
I f anybody runs short of anything the 
janitor is expected to have it. 
Sugar, but­ 
ter and other domestic supplies are bor­ 
rowed in emergencies, and he is regarded 
as wanting if a sufficiency be not forth­ 
coming. 
If the m orning paper does not 
appear, the janitor is expected to explain 
the reason why—at least he is often asked 
to do so. 
If groceries or supplies of any 
nature are ordered, and do not come, the 
janitor is looked to for enlightenm ent on 
the subject. 
If they come, and there is 
nobody to receive them, the janitor must 
take "charge of and subsequently send 
them to th eir destination; 
ditto bundles 
from stores, and everything in general. 
If anything should be out of order, the 
janitor is expected to rectify or have it 
rectified. 
A ll through the day, if any­ 
thing he the m atter anywhere, he is sent 
for to set it right. 
In sickness he may be 
asked to fetch a doctor; in death, he is as 
im portant, or more so, than the under­ 
taker, and in health, lie must hold himself 
ready at any hour to perform any service. 
If anybody locks him or herself out 
(and people often do), the janitor is called 
upon to get them in again. 
In fact he is 
expected to be ubiquitous, and capable of 
accomplishing w hat every one else has 
failed to do. 
H e is late in bed at night and up first 
in 
the 
morning, 
while endeavors 
to 
snatch an afternoon’s nap may at any time 
come to an untim ely end. 
Passersby, moreover, take a hand in 
m atters. 
There are idlers who beguile the 
tim e by going over premises where they 
have no business, and do not anticipate 
ever having any, to say nothing of bima 
fide, but equally troublesome prospective 
tenants. 
W ith each and all must the 
janitor parley; to each and all must he un- 
Dlushingly rejieat the same inviting stories 
which have grown stale by years of repe­ 
tition; on each occasion must he com­ 
pound with his conscience hv setting forth 
the good, and varnishing over, if he can­ 
not altogether hide, the bad. 
W here the elevator becomes a feature of 
flat life the janitor is supplemented by the 
elevator boy. 
The former is not so often 
seen and may therefore have more tim e for 
the concoction of nefarious schemes, while 
the now doubly-imprisoned tenant must 
run the gauntlet of four expectant palms 
in place of two, and a like m ultiplication 
of observant eyes. 
A double risk is taken 
as to who may slip in when all are out, 
while possibilities of small revenges for 
misbehavior on his part are added to pro­ 
portionately. 
I t is the elevator, however, which forms 
the definite boundary between flats of the 
highest order and those of a genteel, yet 
modestly genteel status. 
Given an ele­ 
vator, one’s habitat becomes elevated in 
the scale of life, by I am afraid to say how 
many degrees. 
It is an elevation, not only 
in social estimation, hut a rise of so many 
actual perpendicular feet, until one may 
live literally in m id-air; may tower above 
pedestrians until they resemble small fig­ 
ures propelled by m achinery. 
The rever­ 
enced elevation of 
the m illionaire 
is 
reached. 
A new world opens, and before 
ascending to and penetrating those far­ 
away hights the average mortal will do 
well" to pause for breath and reflection.

SALT FOB MOTHS. 


A Valuable Discovery ISeeentiy M ade by 
Nun* In a Philadelphia Convent. 
According to the Philadelphia Press salt 
' is the best exterm inator for moths. 
The 
nuns in one of the hospital convents have 
! tried everything else w ithout success, and 
their experience is valuable, as they have 
' so much clothing of the sick who go there, 
1 and strangers, when dying there, often 


leave quantities of clothing, etc. 
They 
had a room full of feathers, which were 
sent there for pillow-making, and they 
were in despair, as they could not exter­ 
m inate the moths until they were advised 
to try common salt. 
They sprinkled it 
around, and in a week or ten days they 
were altogether rid of the moths. 
They 
are never troubled now. 
In heavy velvet 
carpets, sweeping them w ith salt cleans 
and keeps them from moths, as particles of 
salt remain in the carpets and corners. 
Salt is not hurtful to any one and has no 
had smell. 
H ere is a little hint I add, 
which, perhaps, every one does not know : 
For cleaning wash basins, hath, etc., use 
the same thing— common dry salt. 
Rub a 
little of the salt w ith your fingers on the 
basin. 
Often a sort of scum is noticed in 
the basins in a marble washstand in the 
bathroom ; the salt takes it off easily and 
leaves the basin shining and clean.

HINTS FOR TRAVELERS. 
There is no pleasanter tim e in the year 
than the present for the vacation journey 
for which so many are now preparing. 
And there are excursions to all parts of 
the country so conducted as to relieve 
travelers of nearly all responsibility; even 
ladies and elderly people can travel as 
safely and comfortably alone as though 
w ith a party of friends. 
In preparing for a journey the wardrobe 
is the first consideration, and while es­ 
chewing jew elry and display, let me whis­ 
per th at it will add much to your comfort 
and the kind consideration you will re­ 
ceive by the way, if you have a stylish and 
becoming suit. 
To our friends our per­ 
sonal wortli is known, but the passing 
strangers judge only by our looks and ac­ 
tions, and we should give them our best, 
remembering what is best for one place is 
not always best for another. F or the trav­ 
eling suit there is nothing more econom­ 
ical, stylish and ladylike than black or 
London smoke gray alpaca made in some 
simple style or full, kilt-plaited skirt and 
directoire redingote. 
If the underskirt be 
of gray or black and white, with black 
overgarment, the effect will be quite as 
good, and perhaps enable you to use some­ 
thing now in your wardrobe. 
This suit 
may also he used for dressy occasions by 
providing several removable waistcoats, one 
white, one black, and two in the colors 
th at heat set off your eyes and complexion. 
A nother favorite style for m aking a 
traveling dress is a perfectly plain skirt, a 
blouse waist of silk the same color, but a 
different shade, and a loose-fitting jacket 
of the same m aterial as the shirt, lined 
throughout w ith the silk. 
If you already have a good wool gown 
you can remodel it with little trouble. 
First readjust the seams of the waist in 
accordance w ith the prevailing style, let 
the black drapery hang full and plain from 
the belt, drape the front like a Greek 
apron, and add a cap, puff or epaulet to the 
top of the sleeves, which must be very 
tight below the elbow. 
Also make a vest 
of some soft silk to harmonize w ith the 
wool goods. 
Provide a long, wide sash of 
the same silk, and when you wish some­ 
thing more dressy put the skirt on over 
the basjue and drape the sauL o, su¡[ your 
form and r"~zj. 
Removable vests are easily made. 
For 
a plain one a single width of silk will be 
sufficient, which must have a high, well- 
fitting collar fastened at the back. 
Slope 
the vest in front to fit the neck, and shirr, 
plait or smock. 
A full vest has a better 
effect—full, at least, over the bust, and a 
pretty finish is to gather at the bottom 
with the waist, the rem aining length being 
carried to the right hip and finished with 
fringe or lace. 
A dress for traveling must fit well but 
not too snugly, and not be so tight above 
the arms as to bind or hinder removal, as 
a sleeping-car is not the most comfortable 
of places in which to dress or undress. 
If 
the gloves do not match the suit, they 
should be gray or black, in silk, lisle- 
thread or kid, but do not, I beg of you, 
make the mistake of wearing mits. 
They 
do very well in their proper place, but 
should never be seen on stage, steamboat 
or cars. 
Hosiery should m atch the dress 
or be of plain black. 
For head covering, loose or soft-crowned 
hat m atching 
your suit in color, and 
trimmed simply with a silk cord or ribbon. 
Or, if you do not like this, get a straw 
bonnet of the new Paris shape, which pro­ 
jects over the eyes and has a brim turned 
in a rapidly-ascending curve towards the 
back. 
The close capote is still in style, 
and you will also want a long, very long, 
gauze veil. 
Your traveling wrap may be a jaunty 
jacket w ith loose fronts or a Conemarra 
cloak of English serge or cheviot. 
I f the 
latter, you will need no other waterproof, 
but must take a heavy shawl in your strap, 
as there are times, even in the hottest 
weather, when it will be needed. 
The petticoat must be of some dark 
color or black, woolen if possible, and it is 
well to have a pair of gauze underdrawers 
in the hand-satchel as they are warmer 
and much more convenient than the short 
underskirt, which invariably haunches, 
and is never in the place to do the most 
good. 
If you are to travel during the night, 
use, instead of a nightgown, a pretty, sim ­ 
ple cotton or wool wrapper in which you 
will at any moment be presentable, re­ 
moving only your collar, corsets and shoes, 
for which substitute a pair of knit slippers. 
Nowhere else is the depravity of inani­ 
mate things better illustrated than in a 
sleeping-car,and the marvelous celerity w ith 
which things disappear would puzzle even 
a prestigiators. 
Knowing this, the ex­ 
perienced traveler provides himself with a 
quantity of good sized safety pins, and 
with these fastens her loose clothing to the 
curtains. 
She also goes prepared w ith a 
light hood for night-wear, or w hat is 
better, a cape w ith hood attached, which 
latter draws over the head w ith elastic, 
thus effectually screening one from the un­ 
avoidable draughts. 
T his gives incalcu- 
able comfort in cold weather, and is neces­ 
sary at all times if one is not perfectly 
robust. 
Y’ou will inhale much less dust if you 
have the bed made with the head toward 
the engine, a position a trifle more dan­ 
gerous than the reverse, but in case of 
accident one is almost sure to be killed 
anyway, so it is as well to be comfortable. 
Pack your new shoes in your trunk, but 
put on your feet a pair of soft, loose, com­ 
mon sense boots that have become well 
fitted, and do not forget to put a pair of 
light rubbers in the hand-bag. 
A well-filled ham per must be by no 
means forgotten, even though the journey 
he a short one, as the stomach will he less 
liable to derangements if there be no 
change in the food, and even on short trips 
there will be liable to he accidents which 
render a lunch desirable, if not necessary. 
Last winter a couple of friends started to 
visit friends in the northern part of the 
State and expected to reach their destina­ 
tion in tim e for a 2-o’clock dinner, so 
took nothing in the way of lunch. 
A 
northwest storm came up very unexpect­ 
edly, the train moved more and more 
slowly and was finally stalled all night in 
a dreary waste ot snow. 
H ungry, faint 
and cross, these ladies 
reached their 
friend’s house a t 10 o’clock the next 
morning, having had no food for twenty- 
six hours. 
Another party, hound for 


[ Florida, disliking the burden of the lunch 
basket, decided to depend upon the train 
boy and the lunch counter at stations. 
They were bitterly disappointed in regard 
to food, it being poor, unsuitably prepared 
and insufficient in quantity. 
In short, 
they really suffered from hunger and were 
ill w ith stomach and bowel difficulties 
long before the land 
of 
flowers was 
reached. 
Past-board boxes, such as shoes and en­ 
velopes come in, are the most convenient 
lunch holders, as they can be thrown away 
when emptied, thus m aterially lessening 
the burden. 
A pint cup of silver or tin should be a 
part of the outfit, thus avoiding the neces­ 
sity of using the common drinking glass of 
train or station. 
Y’ou can also use it 
to get from the lunch counter a cup of hot 
tea or coffee to drink w ith your meals. 
You will find it wise to drink as little ice 
w ater as possible, and on long journeys to 
take a bottle of very strong black tea, 
steeped w ithout boiling. 
A few teaspoon- 
fulls of this added to cold water and 
sweetened, with a slice of leraoD, if liked, 
makes an agreeable and refreshing drink. 
W hile if very delicate you may include in 
your belongings a small alcohol lamp, as 
even the most impure water is rendered 
innocuous by boiling. 
Especial care must be taken th at the 
daily 
functions 
do 
not 
become 
de­ 
ranged, and he sure to carry a bottle of 
your favorite drinks or constipation cure, 
according to the way traveling effects you. 
Remembering that for the former hot milk, 
ice and a m ixture of raw flour and water 
just thick enough to be readily swallowed, 
are excellent remedies, while for the latter 
trouble eat fruits, dates, figs and raisins, 
avoiding the skins of the latter. 
The jolting motion of the cars give to 
some people a peculiarly distressed feeling 
in the stomach—a sort of mal de terre—if 
one may he allowed the expression, which 
renders the journey unpleasant to the last 
degree. 
An experienced conductor is au­ 
thority for the assertion that a sheet of 
writing paper placed over the pit of the 
stomach, next the skin, will entirely pre­ 
vent this trouble in a m ajority of cases. 
It is certainly worth a trial. 
And finally, for the convenience of your­ 
self and the ease and comfort of your 
friends, let me suggest th at you take in 
your hand-satchel a package of postal 
cards, pencil tablet, pencils and envelopes 
to w rite ; also a small note-book in ^rhieh 
to jot items of interest for your own or 
your friends’ amusement, and a sketch­ 
book if you have artistic proclivities.

Daly, and excited unusual interest both 
among managers and the public, many of 
whom went for the occasion much farther 
down town than is their custom. 
The 
play has strong situations, hut depends for 
its trium ph on the climax in the third act, 
and its fate was doubtful until th at time, 
when evidences of approval were unmis­ 
takable and hearty and its future good 
fortune made sure. 
In London it has 
proved a great hit. 
T he Festival of Song 
at the M etropolitan Opera House has been 
quite a strong card for Van der Stucken, 
who, as the reward of great labor, won high , 
praise from critics and musicians for skill­ 
ful management of the different societies 
from neighboring cities. 
A ll eyes now are 
turned to Salvini’s appearance at Palm er's 
Theater, to lie succeeded next week by 
Booth aud Modjeska at the Broadway.” 


ACTORS ON AND OFF THE STAGE. 
“ The footlights’ glare will sometimes 
change a fam iliar face into an unknown 
one,” said a theatrical agent the other day. 
“ I was ten years in the business before I 
became accustomed to the difference in the 
appearance of actors on and off' the stage. 
I have seen men stop on the street as if 
rooted to the spot when a well-known ac­ 
tress passed by. 
I t wasn’t adm iration or 
am usem ent; 
it was plain, unadulterated 
amazement, and it isn’t to he wondered at, 
in a great many cases, when you take into 
consideration the absence of ‘make-up,’ 
and the difference in the lights. 
T he sun 
shines on the features and throws the sha­ 
dows downward, while the footlights throw 
such a glare upward th at the ‘ make-up ’ 
is required to counteract the unnatural 
shadows thus formed.” 
There are some actors and actresses who 
look fully as well of the stage as on. 
There is “Biliy” Florence, for instance. 
H is figure is rather stocky and heavy in 
street clothes, but his magnificent profile, 
clear eye and ruddy color and white teeth 
make his face even more agreeable off the 
stage. 
As you see him in the lobby of the 
F ifth Avenue Hotel he looks much more 
like a well-to-do broker than the popular 
actor th at he is. 
Maurice Barrymore is another example. 
H e has an easy manner and a good, 
healthy color, 
lie is a very well fed spe­ 
cimen of hum anity and is just as at­ 
tractive on Broadway as behind the foot­ 
lights. 
L illian Russell looks better in a house 
dress than in her stage clothes, that is, to 
those who admire her for her pretty face. 
Ada Rehan, on the contrary, appears like 
a very ordinary person on the street, 
while her stage presence is captivating 
and charming. 
Rose Coghlan is a handsome woman on 
the stage, but few who meet her on Broad­ 
way would recognize her. 
M ary A nder­ 
son m ight walk Broadway for hours and 
no one would look at her a second time, 
unless told who she was. 
M innie Palm er is a piquant little body 
both on and oft' the stage. 
She looks, of 
course, a trifle older in her ordinary rai­ 
ment than in a short stage costume. 
Annie Pixley, on the street, looks like 
the m other of "the Annie Pixley we see in 
“The Deacon’s Daughter.” 
M arie Jansen 
looks more m atronly on Broadway than on 
the stage. 
Marion Manola would never 
be recognized on the street as the sweet 
singer she is on the stage. 
She looks very 
much smaller. 
Flora W alsh is the same 
cozy little woman both at home and on 
the" boards. 
A nnie Russell and Isabelle 
Everson are two women who are never 
recognized on the street by the ordinary 
thealer-goer. 
Francis W ilson looks like a big, intelli­ 
gent school-hoy on the street. 
Sol Sm ith 
Russell is rarely recognized. 
Tony Pastor 
always looks as if he jumped off the stage 
and ran out in the crowd. 
Den Thom p­ 
son never uses m ake-up, and consequently 
looks the same at all times. 
Every one knows Eugene Canfield, Ed. 
H arrigan, Frank Daniels, Dighy Bell, 
H airy’ Dixie, Eben Plym pton anil Charles 


A- Stevenfon, for, although they assume 
disguises of various kinds, they have pe­ 
culiarities which enable the ordinary ob­ 
server to identify them. 
Comedians, as a rule, are more easily 
recognized off the stage than other actors. 
Of course, every one who has seen Booth 
or Barrett would know them on the street, 
but they would not be so readily recog­ 
nized as most of the funny men. 


ENGLISH “VARIETY SHOWS.” 
The imm inent erection in M anchesterof 
a “theater of varieties,” on the model of 
the most notable of those we have in Lon­ 
don, says the Globe, appears to have greatly 
exercised the local mind. 
The columns of 
one of the newspapers is full of corre­ 
spondence which serves to show th at there 
is a wide difference of opinion as to th e 
benefits or the evils to be derived from 
such an institution. 
On the one hand, 
such establishments are denounced as en­ 
couraging vulgarity and vice, while on the 
other they are saluted as agencies of cult­ 
ure and recreation. 
The tru th is, of 
course, th at very much, if not everything, 
depends upon the mode in which “theaters 
of varieties” are conducted, both before 
and behind the curtain; and that mode, 
again, depends very 
much 
upon 
the 
amount of pressure exercised, one way or 
the other, by public opinion. 
W hether 
more m ight not be done by the proprietors 
and managers of music halls to foster in 
th eir patrons a love of the truly melodious 
and really humorous is, of course, a m at­ 
ter for discussion. 
W e 
have 
always 
thought, for instance, th at the vocal ele­ 
m ent in the programmes at these places o f 
resort m ight be revised and strengthened 
with advantage. 
T he “comic” songs are 
too often, even at the most respectable 
houses, as vulgar as the Manchester critics 
say they are; while the sentimental ditties 
are too often inane. 
W hy should there 
not be a higher standard in both particu­ 
lars? 
W hy should there not be good glee 
singing? 
And, moreover, why should not 
the level of vocal accomplishment lie 
higher? 
The public which goes to music 
halls would, we believe, welcome the ad­ 
vent of singers who had voices of good 
quality and could really sing. 
I t is a mis­ 
take to suppose th at even the most uncul­ 
tivated have not a keen appreciation of 
all that is best in vocallsm ; and it is a 
little surprising that the strident voices 
and blatant style of so many music hall 
"vocalists” have been tolerated so long. 


FUNNY THINGS ON THE STAGE. 
Incidents th at are out of the stage order 
of things are very amusing to theater au­ 
diences, and especially the gallery hoys, 
who are more highly entertained by them 
than by the play, says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 
In a recent performance 
of 
“ Faust ” the tenor, in the garden scene, 
brushed against a large palm which was 
not properly balanced in the pot. 
H e set 
it up several times, growing more and more 
agitated, but the inclination of the plant 
to lie down was so strong that finally, in 
desperation, he took it by the trunk and 
pitched pot and all at the stage manager, 
who was standing in the wings. 
During the last performance of “ Ctesar ” 
the dead Roman turned tears of sorrow to 
tears of laughter by raising his head from 
the coffin pillow before the curtain shut 
off' the scene. 
Assemblages of “ supers ” 
retreating from the stage 
occasionally 
cause m irth by stum bling backward over 
some 
piece 
of stage 
machinery, 
and 
the 
scrubwoman’s perambulation across 
the stage is an uncommonly interesting oc­ 
currence. 
A door leading into the stage, 
and swinging both wavs, the other evening 
revealed the stage manager in his shirt 
sleeves standing behind it, and the audi­ 
ence laughed; hut the greatest accident 
th at has befallen a player for a long while 
was th at which interrupted the perform­ 
ance of “Partners” at one of the theaters in 
this city last season. 
Mr. Salvini, as Borgfeldt, overwhelmed 
with possibilities of business ruin and do­ 
mestic dishonor, raised himself to his full 
hight in the strained attitude of desperate 
grief, and, w ith an exclamation, sits down 
suddenly on a patent revolving chair, 
buries his head in his hands and shakes 
his body with emotion. Ju st as he dropped 
his 200 pounds into a state of quivering 
emotion, the chair broke. 
The gallery 
was prepared to roar, but the actor quickly 
mastered the situation, caught himself from 
falling, flung the chair away, drew up an­ 
other heavy leather chair, and went on as 
though nothing had happened. 


THE PRETTIEST PARISIAN ACTRESS. 
T h irty years ago the prettiest woman in 
Paris was Blanche Pierson; now it is M ile. 
Depoix. 
The first was fair, the second 
was dark; the first, even in her youth, had 
the dimpled plumpness, which unluckily 
became vexatious obesity; th e second is 
slender and thin, all muscle, without a 
suspicion of fatness—just a due covering of 
flesh on her bones. 
The fact is, she is pretty, distinctly and 
charm ingly pretty, w ith dark hair cliug- 
ing to h er’forhcad, clear, deep eyes, black 
eyebrows drawn w ith a single stroke of a 
m aster's hand, and a long oval face, and 
something sweet and maidenly and yet 
sensual in her whole person, and, above 
all, 
the distinction which promises a 
woman of the world. 
There is no sign of 
the free-and-easy airiness which stamps 
the common actress; everything about her 
close-fitting, close-buttoned, neat and in 
good taste; nothiug to catch the eye or 
divert attention from that charm ing head, 
on which we gaze w ith restful pleasure. 
T his beauty, this aristocratic w itchery, 
needs no frills or furbelows. 
I t has found 
its proper setting—a stamp of reserve, 
almost of disdain. 
This is w hat we see on 
the boards when she [days, where she is to 
be seen, for that is all that is required of 
h e r; she need not speak. 


DRAMATIC NOTES. 


D ocks tader’s Minstrels have returned to 
their own theater in New York. 
“A noble dram atic work, nobly repre­ 
sented U[>on the stage, ‘Ganelon’ ” is how 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean s[ieaks of Law­ 
rence B arrett’s new play, w ritten by W o . 
Young. 
The advance sale for the first week of 
Booth and Modjeska at the Broadway 
Theater, N. Y., was the largest ever made 
for the first week of a Booth engagement 
in th at city. 
K arl Gottfried Leopold Leitnor, the 
eminent Germ an poet will be 89 years old 
on November 18th, hut still retains his 
m ental vigor. 
H e has just completed a 
tragedy, “The Judge of Galway.” 
Miss Anna Dickinson is out w ith a de­ 
nial of the rum or th at she is in ill-health, 
and announces th at she will soon return to 
public life, “probably on the platform and 
certainly on the theatrical stage.” 
In the various companies with which 
the late C. B. Bishop was connected he 
was always known as “The Doctor,” and if 
any one was ill he always cheerfully pre­ 
scribed. 
M any a ie the people he helped 
in this way, but he was never known to 
accept money for such services. 
The rom antic story of “Shenandoah” was 
not w ritten merely to furnish a setting for 
Sheridan’s famous ride. 
It has a founda­ 
tion in fact, and there are Virginians still 
living who will recall the pathetic love of 
a beauty of the Shenandoah valley for a 
Federal officer whose patriotism and affec­ 
tion were put to a severe strain during the 
stormy days of the civil war. 
On the evening of September 25th one 
of Edison's phonographs was placed in the 
prom pter’s box at the Eolies-Dramatiques 
in P a ris an‘i registered the principal 
music of “The Chimes of Normandy,” 
which was given its l,100ih performance 
on th a t occasion.

New Y'ork.

T h e Alta well and wittily dubs Mr. 
Bellamy’s new book “Looking Backward,” 
after which the theorists are runniDg 
mad, as the gospel of laziness. There 
never will be lack of followers for the 
“prophet” who preaches that “what is 
yours is mine,” and that all men are so 
equal that energy, ambition, skill, will, 
wit and sense must be reduced to a level 
of rewards with idleness, incompetency 
and ignorance. 


O uk contemporary, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, continues its assaults upon the 
reformed methods of holding elections, 
and is especially opposed to the Australian 
system. 
We cannot understand why the 
Chronicle considers a few hours delay in 
ascertaining the result of an election as an 
insuperable objection to a system that ab­ 
solutely assures the seoresy of the ballot, 
and eliminates the possibility of stuffing 
the ballot box or doctoring the returns. 
Indiana, Massachusetts, Iowa, Michigan, 
Connecticut and cities in Wisconsin, Ken­ 
tucky and other parts have the new system 
and pronounce it a success. Is there no 
wisdom to be drawn from the experience 
of others? 


T h e artists of San Francisco are re­ 
ported to be utterly discouraged by the 
assaults of the “picture pirates.” 
These 
harpies buy an original work by an artist 
of merit, and have copies made which they 
sell as originals for a few shillings. The 
result is that ncft only is the pocket of the 
artist robbed, but his reputation as a painter 
is imperilled. One of the leading artists 
is reported as saying that there is nothing 
left for the profession but to close the 
studios and abandon San Francisco. 
This 
would be the worst possible policy to pursue. 
The artists, if they will bury some trifling 
iocai jealousies, can form a protective asso­ 
ciation that will prove effective. The law 
is with them, and at small expenditure, by 
joint action, they can put a detective on 
the track of these fellows who sell copies 
as originals, and have them punished for 
obtaining money under false pretenses. 
The penalty is sufficiently severe to strike 
terror to the souls of the thieves. They 
can also invoke the law in other forms1 
and, better still, by union they can secure 
the co-operation of all reputable dealers 
and auctioneers, so that the pirates will 
in d it difficult to make headway with the 
public in the face of such a compact of 
interests. 


T h e most forcible argument yet made in 
favor of New York as the proper location 
for the World’s Fair is that advanced in 
Paris by Lc Temps. 
It says: 
“We won­ 
der how many Chicagans who crossed the 
ocean to visit the Exposition in the first 
city < f France would have taken the same 
trouble if the show had been in Lyons, our 
second city of importance?” 
That is the 
case in a nutshell. Lyons is distant from 
Paris about 400 miles. 
It is thu3 less than 
half the distance from the metropolis of 
France that Chicago is from the metropolis 
of the Umted States. Relatively, Lyons is 
as important to France as is Chicago to us, 
yet how many Americans think of Lyons 
when France is mentioned ? The Euro­ 
pean who may wish to become an exhibitor 
a t our fair will think three or four times 
when he is told that if he ships goods to 
our Exposition he must transport them 
nearly a thousand miles inland from New 
York before they reach their destination. 
T o the European New York is the chief 
populous center of the New World. Be­ 
yond that the average Old World inhab* 
itant knows very little indeed of our cities- 
New York, therefore, as the seat of our 
fair is the most desirable location, because 
it will attract the greatest number of visit­ 
ors from abroad, and that is the prime 
purpose of holding the exhibition. 


S t . L ouis is adroit. It has small chance 
of securing the location of the world’s fair, 
but .t proposes to improve so much as it 
has of opportunity. To that end it has 
sent abroad a circular containing a most 
cunning device to impress tbe people with 
the idea that St. Louis is, if not the center 
o f the world, at least the center of the 
U nited States. 
A handsomely printed 
m ap has been issued, upon which are 
struck three circles, their respective cen­ 
ters being New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis. Thediameter of these circles is sup­ 
posed to represent 1,000 miles. According 
to the census of 1880 the population in the 
St. Louis circle was 23,838,016, and the 
estimate for 1890 is that there will be 
within that circle a population in excess 
iof thirty and a half millions. Of course 
the St. L uis statistician shows that in the 
other circles the populet on is greatly ¡ess- 
The New York circle, as a matter of course, 
also extends on ibe eas*. 500 miles into the 
A tlantic ocean and 2(0 miles into Canada, 
while the Chicago circle sweeps up into 
Canadian poses.- ons, also, and takes in a 
■vast area covered by the waters of the 


great lake. 
Bat to neither of the nval 
circles does the St. Louis statistician credit 
any Canadian population. The cunning 
of the device may be illustrated by the 
statement that the St. Louis circle takes 
into its embrace all the region between 
Chicago and that city, and between Chi­ 
cago and nearly to Pittsburg, or quite the 
same territory that is embraced by the 
Chicago circle. In other words, the two 
Western cities overlap each other fully 
two-thirds. The same map shows, by the 
same reasoning, that within the St. Louis 
circle there are more miles of railroad than i 
in either of the other areas. Of course 
this sort of “proof ” proves nothing. Any 
little town in the West can make the same 
showing, and declare itself the center of the 
greatest population and the most industry. 
All it has to do is to make the diameter of 
its circle fit the need of its ambition. 
But 
we cannot, after all, but admire the persist- 
ancy, the push of the St. Louis people. 
They have no earthly “chance” of securing 
the fair, but for their adroit management 
they are entitled to admiration. 


THE MARITIME 
CONGRESS. 


The International Marine Congress that 
began its session in Washington Wednes­ 
day meets in pursuance of an Act of the 
last Congress of the United States, inviting 
the great nations of the earth to send dele­ 
gates to a conference to consider the best 
means of saving life at sea, of preventing 
marine accidents and disasters, and of im­ 
proving the marine of all the world. The 
response to the call has been more prompt 
and general than was anticipated, and 
there are now assembled in Washington 
many distinguished men of nearly all 
civilized countries, who 
are 
specially 
versed in navigation of the waters of oceans 
and rivers. 
All the maritime powers of 
Europe, with the exception of Portugal, 
are represented, and even China, Japan 
and the island kingdom of Hawaii are 
present by representatives. 
Very many of 
these delegates are men who, from the 
position of navigators, have risen to high 
political stations. 
Thus, Germany has 
delegated one of the Emperor’s privy 
council, a Consul-General, and a Captain 
in the Royal Navy; 
Italy sends a Rear- 
Admiral; 
England sends a Government 
Secretary of the State Board of Trade, 
three Admirals and a member of Parlia­ 
ment, and these are supplemented by a 
number of the ch ief officers of her great mer­ 
cantile steamship lines. Japan commissions 
one of the Emperor’s privy council and 
some of her best shipmasters and naviga­ 
tors, while Russia sends a Vice-Admiral as 
the head of her delegation. 
For practical 
ability it is possible that no more select 
body of men has been assembled upon an 
international conference. 
Nothing more 
significantly testifies to the marvelous 
advancement 
made 
in 
the 
means 
and multiplicity of 
transportation 
by 
water 
than 
this 
assemblage. 
The 
great waters of the earth, now so familiar 
to the modem means of plowing them, are 
to be subjected by this conference to a 
districting system, under which it will be 
the duty of each nation within certain 
bounds to establish a patrol for the re­ 
moval of wreckage that is so dangerous to 
passing steamers and other vessels; to 
watch for distressed ships; to rescue the 
castaway, and to do general police duty- 
It is proposed also to establish a more uni­ 
form system of signals, of lights, of buoys, 
and other warning devices. 
Uniformity 
in certificates of inspection will also be 
aimed at, and greater thoroughness in the 
examination of the fitness of passenger- 
carrying ships. A great many other sub­ 
jects will come before the Congress of simi­ 
lar character, and many of them will in­ 
volve the ethical code of the sea, the im­ 
provement of the maritime service in the 
personnel of its officers and men, the 
questions of coast surveys, the methods of 
ship-building, the improvements in life- 
saving devices, the sanitation of ships, 
quarantine regulations, etc., etc. 
The 
high importance of the conference is to be 
grasped, 
therefore, 
after 
a moment’s 
thought. I t is likely that it will be in 
session for a very considerable time, and 
that its work will be done with a great 
deal of care and precision. W hile the re­ 
forms it may advise will not probably be at 
once adopted by the nations represented, 
it may be accepted that the most of them 
will eventually become the regulations for 
maritime jurisdictions of most, if not all, 
the great powers of the world. 


A NOVEL EXPOSITION. 


On the 4th of November the Interna­ 
tional Maritime Exhibition is to open in 
Boston for sixty-two days. It has the in­ 
dorsement of the Federal Government. 
It must prove an exposition of much in­ 
terest, since it is the purpose to exhibit all 
maimer of articles and appliances relating 
to maritime interests, from marine engines 
to the minutest device invented to aid in 
the navigation of deep waters. These will 
include countless models of the ship­ 
building art; nautical machinery used in 
all parts of the world; examples of orna­ 
ments, rigging, chart 
maps, relics of 
famous voyages and expeditions; steer­ 
ing gear, life-saving service utensils, wreck­ 
ing apparatus, materials for ship-building, 
models and designs of rafts, buoys, light­ 
houses and signaling devices; yacht and 
boat club trophies; musical instruments 
for ships’ bands, preserved food for sea 
uses, ship libraries, marine uniforms, cloth­ 
ing and textile fibrics for sailors’ uses; 
all kinds of cordage known in navigation- 
models of dry docks and marine ways: 
ship hardware, wharf and ferry drops, 
weapons for coast defenses, and body arms 
for sailors and marines; all kinds of ship 
metal work, bunting, ship cutlery and 
table ware; water condensers and heaters; 
refrigerators and cold storage devices; 
cabin fittings and utensils; fishermen’s out- 
¡fits; life-boats and rafts, and examples of 
ship joinery and pontoons; methods of 
raising sunken vessels, diving, deep sea 
sounding, search lighting, etc. 
Even the 
fine arts are to be represented, and decora­ 
tive, panel and marine painting, etc., will 
have a gallery specially set apart. It 
cannot prove other than an exposition of 
great interest and value. 


Tlie Sensible Girl. 
Some sensible observer of human nature 
who has a good eye for measurements, has 
drafted some articles setting forth the 
characteristics of the young woman .h o 
unconsciously compels the respect and ad­ 
miration of all persons whose respect and 
admiration is worth having. 
For in­ 
stance : 
She can joke and laughand be gay; but 
she never oversteps propriety. 
She has an idea of right and wrong, and 
is anxious to live according to these ideas. 
This does not make her prudish, even 
though she dees not drink champagne to 
excess, smoke cigarettes and play poker for 
small stakes. In fact, she is careful of her 
behavior, and does not think it necessary 
to be fast in order to be popular. She is 
independent, and young men who meet 
her at once respect her.— Toronto Empire.

THE CHURCH HAT MUST GO. 


Sunday Collections to be Tuken Up by 
W ater Pow er. 
An inventive genius of Talladega, Ala., 
has perfected a machine on which he will 
secure letters patent, the purpose of which 
is to take up the usual church collections 
on Sunday in place of the hat or contribu­ 
tion box. 
The power, says the Baltimore 
Sun, is furnished by a small water motor. 
The contrivance consists of a series of 
small wires directly over each pew and at­ 
tached to the ceiling. 
Along the sides of 
the building and also attached to the ceil­ 
ing are two small wires running at right- 
angles with the other wires, and to these 
wires he has attached contribution boxes, 
suspended by another wire within easy 
reach of the occupants of the pews. 
The 
whole thing is set in motion by pulling a 
wire attached to the motor. The con­ 
tribution boxes then begin to pass along 
the pews and receive the contributions. If 
there are vacant pews, the contrivance iu 
so arranged that by pulling a wire it can 
be made to skip any pew that has no oc­ 
cupant. 


FACTS ABOUT FLOWERS. 


A solution of tobacco soap will keep the 
aphi away from honeysuckles. 
Cuttings should always be made from 
healthy plants, otherwise they are sure to 
be poor and diseased. 
Florists say nothing is gained by start­ 
ing gladioluses in the house in advance of 
the outdoor planting time. 
Do not wet the leaves of Rex Begonias, 
as it causes them to spot, making holes in 
the leaves and finally destroying them. 
It is the nature of the Poinsettia to drop 
its leaves after blooming, when grown in 
tbe sitting-room. 
It often drops them be­ 
fore, unless a good deal of water is used on 
its foliage. 
The peony does well in a rather heavy 
soil. 
After transplanting it is often two or 
three years before the plants bloom much, 
as they must become well established in 
their new quarters before full crops of 
flowers can be expected. 
Cut flowers can be kept fresh for quite a 
length of time by putting a few drops of 
liquid ammonia in the water in which 
they are placed. 
This water shonld be 
changed daily, and at each change the 
stems of the flowers should be cut off an 
inch or two to present fresh surface to the 
water.—Ladies' Home Journal. 
A very neat and inexpensive window- 
box for bulbs or plants is made by nailing 
small strips of tree boughs (which have 
previously been split or whittled flat on 
one side) on a common wooden soap or 
small packing box obtained at any grocery 
store. 
The strips are pointed or rounded 
at the ends and tacked on perpendicularly, 
close together, projecting above the top of 
the box so as to entirely cover it.— The 
llome-Maker.

Expressions of Opinion by Newspapers 
R epresenting the Various D enom ­ 
inations, on Many Subjects. 


The Independent says: “According to the 
Congregationalist, ‘most of the Southern 
brethren, who are most concerned in the 
matter,’ say that ‘immediateorganic union 
between the white and colored churches in 
Georgia is not at present feasible.’ 
Well, 
it is only some white people in Georgia 
who say so. Otner white people anil all 
the colored people in Georgia say it ought 
to be accomplished. Outside of that State 
there is no trouble. 
We presume the min­ 
isters and churches in the little mountain 
communities have not vet heard that such 
a question has been raised. 
It has been 
kept carefully out of the newspapers.” 
The Catholic Champion 
says: 
“ The 
Bishop of Delaware (Dr. Leighton Cole­ 
man) and the Bishop of Fond du Lac 
(Dr. Grafton) have joined the English 
Church Union and become Vice-Presidents 
of the Society. The editor of the Church 
Union Gazette adds: 
‘ This makes seven 
Bishops who have thus become Vice­ 
Presidents of the English Church Union 
since the commencement of the proceed­ 
ings against tbe Bishop of Lincoln, and we 
have reason to think that some other 
Bishops will shortly take the same means 
of signifying their indignation at this at­ 
tack on a Bishop for the observance of an 
ancient custom of the Church in the cele­ 
bration of the Holy Eucharist. The total 
number of Bishops in the English Church 
Union is now twenty-four.’” 
The Christian 
Register (Unit.) says: 
“The rector of St. Clement’s Episcopal 
Church, in West Third street, New York, 
lately announced that the evening services 
would be discontinued on account of the 
disreputable character of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
This does not seem a wholly satis­ 
factory reason for shutting up a church. 
It might, on the contrary, furnish a good 
reason for opening one. Our Episcopalean 
brethren are among the most courageous 
and earnest of Christians in carrying their 
missionary enterprises into the disreputa­ 
ble sections of New York and other great 
cities. 
If the rector of St. Clement’s has 
no use for his church on Sunday evening, 
or if his own people are afraid to venture 
out, we have no doubt there are plenty of 
other workers, lay and clerical, who would 
be glad to keep it open in the interest of 
the Midnight Mission. Or it might fur­ 
nish a good depot for the Salvation Army.” 
“ Farmton ” says in the Adtance: “ One 
of the chief Presbyterian ministers in 
New York is constantly urging his church, 
and urging all Christians who read his ut­ 
terances, to Christian work. 
I must say 
that at times his appeals seem to me noth­ 
ing but scolding. 
I acknowledge that the 
Church is inclined to think more of the 
field than of the force, more of building 
up itself than building up others. I know 
well that social ideas and ideals prevail 
too far, yet I sometimes query how much 
good this pastor standing in his pulpit and 
thus scolding his people is doing. 
I know 
some members of his church are inclined 
to scold him and say, if he would only 
talk less about the duty of work, of which 
we are all thoroughly convinced, and talk 
more about the methods of work, of which 
we are ignorant, it would be well. 
He is 
somewhat like the leader of the prayer- 
meeting who throws the meeting ‘ open ’ 
fifteen minutes before the time for closing, 
telling the people, ‘ The meeting is yours; 
now be frank and free, brethren.’ ” 
The Churchman says: 
“As Cardinal 
Gibbons has taken up the enormity of 
erecting statues to unworthy persons, we 
venture to suggest that an archiepiscopal 
letter might be in place on the subjects of 
the monuments in St. Peter’s, Rome. We 
say nothing of the conversion of Jupiter 
Optiuius Maximus into St. Peter, by the 
addition of the keys and a halo—that 
might be defended; but there is the effigy 
of a certain Pope at whose feet are sculp­ 
tured two full-length figures of a mother 
and daughter, the whole history of whom 
is anything but savory. There are also 
memorial reliefs of two very eminent 
saints, James III. and Charles Edward 
Stuart, whose lives certainly were not 
distinctively edifying. One does not care 
to go into the subject very deeply, but as 
St. Peter’s has always been under the abso­ 
lute control of the infallible Father of 
Christendom, it is hardly open to say that 
the placing of these papal and royal 
effigies was other than an ex cathedra act, 
or that the Papacy was not responsible.” 
The Christian Register 
(Unit.) says: 
“Unitarians sometimes have to stand be­ 
tween two fires of evangelical criticism. 
They are charged on one side with having 
no right and title to the Christian name, 
while, on the other side they would be se­ 
verely criticised if they gave it up. 
in its 
issue of last week the Methodist Christian 
Advocate of New York says: ‘It is because 
Unitarianism is opposed to Jesus aud op­ 
posed to Paul, and lifts its own reason 
above, instead of using it as an instrument 
of interpreting the inspired word, that we 
believe as a system and as an organization 
(saying nothing of many persons connected 
with it, who, if worshiping God iu spirit 
and in truth through Jesus Christ, we do 
not judge) it to he one of the forms in 
which infidelity clothes itself rather than 
in any true sense a branch of Christianity.’ 
We will not discuss the question whether 
this is a misrepresentation of Unitarianism 
or not, but we doubt very much if it repre­ 
sents the best Christian sentiment of the 
Methodist denomination. 
For there are 
not a few Methodists who feel that those 
are real disciples of Jesus who are ani­ 
mated by his life and spirit.” 
The Interior (Pres.) says: “Dr. Shedd 
offers in the Evangelist seven reasons why 
revision is ‘inexpedient.’ 
His argument 
presupposes that the church is, or may pos­ 
sibly now be, dissatisfied with some of the 
statements of the Confession; the dissatis­ 
faction arising from the fact that they re­ 
gard the implications in the forms of state­ 
ment as not strictly true—not conformable 
to the spirit and intent of divine revela­ 
tion. Some of the philosophical inferences 
they may regard as quite unfounded in 
Scripture. 
In brief, his argument pre­ 
supposes dissatisfaction in the church in 
regard to her present testimony. 
Is it not 
marvelous to see such a question brought 
down to the plane of expediency ? 
If we 
should state in simple terms what this 
means, we should be regarded as employ­ 
ing uncharitable language in connection 
with an honored name—which we would 
not do—would prefer to infer a misunder­ 
standing somewhere. 
But this should be 
said, that it tbe church should refuse, on 
the ground of expediency, to make her 
testimony conform to her convictions— 
supposing that there be a discrepancy be­ 
tween the two—she would forfeit her 
standing as an honest church.” 


The Church Eclectic (P. E.) says: “We 
want to thank the Churchman for the fol* 
lowing statement in one of its recent edi­ 
torials: ‘In one public high school with 
which we are acquainted, a more than usu­ 
ally bright instructor has contrived, with­ 
out saying a word on the subject of re­ 
ligion, to send out year after year classes 
of principled materialists, male and fe­ 
male. Thus, it is seen that non-religions 
schools are bat a hair’s breadth removed 
from irreligious schools, and godless schools 
from atheistical schools. This Is an ap­ 
palling fact, when we remember that re­ 
ligion and morals are so nearly allied that 
even a godless education, in the sense of a 
non-religious education, may as easily rear 
a generation of brilliant villains as a gen­ 
eration of useful citizens.’ 
This ‘appall­ 
ing’ process is goiDg on everywhere. 
Pro­ 
testant bodies 
generally 
supposed the 
schools would exert a Protestant influence, 
and that was enough for them, if it only 
hurt Rome. 
But the negative position 
lias changed to one non-Christian, and ! 
therefore anti-Christian, as one may see by 
examining the text-books. 
The only ob­ 
ject is to make good ‘American citizens,’ 
land t is the decreed doctrine that good 
enough American citizens can be made j 
without any religion at all. In some towns, 
if Romanis’ts should give up their s hools, 
; taxes would be doubled to provide for tlseir 
children In the public schools. 
We sup-' 
pose that is the ground on which they ask 
the adoption of the English principle of 


allowing gTants to voluntary schools, by 
which alone the Chnrcli schools In Eng­ 
land are continued in existence. 
It seems 
to be the only alternative to pure secular­ 
ism as in France. But voluntary poverty 
in teachers is a hard thing for the State to 
crush out.” 
The Examiner (Baptist) «avs : 
“ It is 
related of a Southern presiding elder that 
at a christening service he remarked, ‘ We 
have do Scriptural authority for infant 
baptism, and I do not know that we have 
any for the baptism of a woman.’ 
If the 
incident is truthfully related, it is plain 
that this presiding elder is wofully ignor­ 
ant of the Scriptures, though his candor in 
admitting tbe lack of authority for infant 
baptism is worthy of high praise. 
As for 
authority to baptize a woman, what more 
could be needed than tbe words of the 
great commission, ‘ Go ye therefore and 
make disciples of all nationc, baptizing 
them unto the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the llcly Ghost?’ 
But if 
the elder meant that there is no distinct 
precedent for the baptism of women in the 
apostolic churches, iiis ignorance is not 
lessened by his interpretation of the words. 
In Acts viii., 12, we read, ‘ But when they 
believed Philip preaching good tidings 
coneerniDg the Kingdom of God and the 
name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women.’ 
And in the same 
book we read of ‘ a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city of 
Thyatira,’ who ‘ was baptized, and her 
household’—a favorite text with those 
who attempt to find infant baptism in the 
New Testament, ignorance of which on the 
part of a Methodist presiding elder is 
doubly surprising. 
‘ A little knowledge ’ 
of the Scriptures‘is a dangerous thing’ 
indeed.” 
The Minneapolis Journal says: 
“The 
Congregational Association at St. Paul 
discussed card-playing and dancing. 
A 
minister from one of the country churches 
said he wanted to know what the city pas­ 
tors thought about it. 
The presiding offi­ 
cer replied that it was not a vital question; 
and the matter might have been dropped 
there, but this answer brought another 
country pastor to his feet with the declara­ 
tion: Brethren, it is a vital question. My 
church is going to pieces on account of 
dancing and card-plaving.’ 
It appears 
that this good man had undertaken to set­ 
tle this unessential matter for his mem­ 
bers, and a great many of them, who 
thought that was their business and not 
his, had left the church. Just about the 
time he had explained his failure to cor­ 
rect in his peculiar way what he esteemed 
a vital error, Dr. Thwing, of this city, en­ 
tered the church, and was asked what he 
thought was the duty of ministers towards 
these frivolities. 
He said they should let 
them alone. 
H e had dancing and card- 
playing members. 
l i t did not magnify 
these things as necessarily inconsistent 
with Christian living, but he chose rather 
to leave such matters, as well as the the­ 
ater, to the individual conscience, while he 
sought to make the exercises of the church 
so attractive and to so interest his mem­ 
bers, young and old, in the wo-k of the 
church and the service of the Mister, that 
they would never allow their social pleas­ 
ures to interfere with the enjoyment of 
their religious privileges. 
No wonoer Dr. 
Thwing has one of the most efficient and 
best working churches in the State. He 
is so deeply concerned about the vital 
question, and incites his people to such en­ 
thusiasm and earnestness about the essen­ 
tial matters of Christian believing and 
Christian living that they have no time or 
inclination to fall out with one another 
about minor matters of personal concern.” 
Charles A. Allen, in an article entitled 
“Our Western Work,” in the Unitarian Re­ 
view, says: 
“One common argument for 
the abandonment of Christianity is drawn 
irom the fact that the country is full of 
the ‘unchurched’; that our mission is to 
them ; that they have broken with Chris­ 
tianity. 
Ergo, t« reach them, we must say 
nothing about Christianity. There would 
be more force in the argument, were it not 
for the fact that the men and the churches 
that are most successful in dealing with the 
unchurched are often liberal members of 
the older churches. 
Probably liberal and 
independent Christians reach, ten to one, 
more ‘infidels,’ ‘atheists,’ ‘agnostics’ and so 
on than any extra-Christian Unitarians do. 
I do not think Dr. Townsend will accuse 
me of violating confidence if I quote 
him as saying 
that 
only 
Christian 
churches can be successfully founded in 
the West. The only manly course for 
Unitarians who doubt this is to standby 
their principles, take 
cheerfully what 
comes of it, and trust to the issue without 
attempting to win a partisan victory. But 
it is so often said, ‘We must provide for 
the coming of the new prophet; when he 
comes, he must have liberty.’ 
In answer 
to this, it may be said that, when in the 
good providence of 
God the prophet 
comes, he will be abundantly able to take 
care of himself, and is quite as likely to 
come out of the Catholic Church as from 
an agnostic congregation. 
The West is 
full of substitutes for religion, but the tide 
of protest has turned. 
The man who now 
expects to gain favor by denouncing Chris­ 
tianity is hopelessly behind the times. 
The many substitutes for religion need not 
here be considered, because 
they are 
ephemeral. 
Our hope lies in the people. 
Religion is to remain and grow—free, 
strong and reverent. 
Christianity is to go 
with the English language and the insti­ 
tutions of civil and religious liberty into 
all parts of the land. 
Unitarianism is to 
have an influential position on the line of 
march whenever it chooses to ‘fall in’ with 
the manifest destiny of the English-speak­ 
ing race.”

THE MISSOURI EMIGRANT’S LAMENT 
BY THE YUBA RIVER. 


All E y e-W itn ess’ S tory of th e Shocking 


M assacre o f P it B iy er In d ian s 
In S eptem ber, 1859. 


Those persons who were fortunate or un­ 
fortunate enough to have been in this State 
in the early days of ’49 and ’50 doubtless 
have a vivid recollection of the w ant of 
those tine 
hotel accommodations with 
w hich they are blessed at the present day. 
T hen hotels were scarce, and neatness was 
not an object of the managem ent. 
Their 
cotton walls were the sole protection from 
outside air, while sheets and other luxu­ 
ries of a bed were scarcely thought of. The 
“great unwashed” from all parts of the 
earth mixed promiscuously, and the depre­ 
dations of hors e-thieves left m any a well- 
m ounted man to pursue his toilsome jour­ 
ney 
on 
foot. 
A 
Sacram entan 
re­ 
lated 
to a 
U n io n 
reporter 
his 
ex­ 
perience on the banks of the Y uba in the 
Bpring of '50, where he stopped to rest and 
graze a weary m ule. 
H e said that while 
sitting on the grass be was approached by 
a substantial, iarmer-looking man, whom 
he invited to a seat beside him . After con­ 
versing awhile on the hardships of Califor­ 
nia life, and ascertaining from whence the 
Sacram entan had come, the guest said : “I 
cam e from old M issouri; thar I was well 
off; I had a good wife and two children, 
and a nice farm w ith orchards and every­ 
thing, and two as fat, sleek niggers as you 
ever seed, and they loved me like a father; 
and last night I had thirteen mules stolen 
from me, and here I be, afoot and broke 1 
A nd that ain’t all, sir—I’m lousy, sir!” 
A nd the tears rolled down his cheeks as he 
convulsively confessed his shame. 
"Yes 
(sob), 
ac(sob)-too-al(sob)-ly lousy!” 
At 
this point his feelings evercame him , and 
he could say no more. H e probably got 
back to Mi: souri as soon as he could. 
The Plum as Argus published the fol­ 
lowing account of the killing of Indians 
on P it river by a company of w hites: "Our 
inform ant, H enry Landt, acting as guide to 
General Kibbe, was on the ground soon 
after the foul massacre was concluded and 
estimates the num ber killed at ninety, only 
ten or whom were warriors, the rest being 
women and children. He depicts the scene 
as m ost horrible. Bodies, m utilated and 
h alf burned, were strewn over the ground, 
fifty of the victims lying in sight from one 
standpoint. General Kibbe, as we gather 
from Landt’s report, on reaching the scene 
of action, made but little im provem ent on 
the acts of the bloodthirsty wretches who 
preceded him . 
Having captured two in ­ 
fants, he ordered 
them 
taken 
out in 
view of the Indians, and, through prom ­ 
ises of protection ana kind usage and 
the anxiety of the Indians to secure the 
children, persuaded two warriors to come 
into his camp. Fair promises were made 
these men, and through them an invitation 
was extended to the tribe to meet him the 
next day for a ‘big talk’ and a feast. On 
the next day the same men, accompanied 
by one of the Chiefs of the tribe, visited the 
cam p of the Americans, and failing to come 
to any terms were detained when they 
attem pted to leave, contrary to express 
stipulations, and when, on discovering the 
bad faith of the whites, they attempted to 
m ake their escape, two of them were shot 
down, the Chief being retaken. The next 
day the recaptured Chief veryreadily came 
to term s.” 
On the 11th of October, 1859, the 
residents of Dutch Flat and vicinity had a 
grand celebration in honor of the comple­ 
tion of the Placer county canal. The town 
was handsomely decorated, and the ani- 
ma(ed groups of m iners, with a sprinkling 
«. 
inuline on the balconies, a company 
of sm all boys decorated with bright rib­ 
bons and drawing the hase carriage adorned 
w ith flags, evergreens, etc.—this, with the 
incessant roar of artillery on the anvil 
principle, together with music by the local 
b f‘ is band, constituted a very lively and 
pleasing contrast to the silent ravines, tun­ 
nels and canyons from which the sturdy 
m iners had come. At noon the procession 
was formed opposite the old Blue Cut 
Hotel, and marched through the town. 
T he chief feature of the procession was the 
m ining companies, which were largely 
represented, each delegation bearing a ban­ 
ner with a motto. 
These were as fol­ 
low s: Yankee Company—" Take courage; 
there’s a good tim e coming.” 
Badger 
Company—"Live and let live.” 
Gooselin 
Company—"T hat which works loDg, works 
well a t’ the last.” Franklin Company— 
“ Strike while the iron is hot.” American 
Com pany—"Long may the American river 
ru n ! 
H o! everyone that thirsteth come 
and drink.” St. Nicholas Company—"By 
industry we thrive.” Hog-Eye Company— 
“ Root, hog. or die.” There were m any 
others. J. W. Johnstone was M arshal of 
the day, H . Davis was President, and 
Judge Slade delivered the oration. Re­ 
m arks were also made by E. L. Bradley, 
the contractor who did the work; Captain 
Pollard, Colonel Fellows, Charles Señen 
and others. 
A gang of rowdies,consisting of Tom 
Rooney, W illiam McGee, Jam es Sears, 
Jo h n Wooley, and a lew others of like 
character, virtually "ow ned the tow n” for 
a while on the night of October 19th. They 
were ail more or less drunk, and made the 
round of down-town saloons, breaking and 
sm ashing things as they went. 
At Joe 
H arris’ saloon, corner of Third and K 
streets, they not only threw glasses at ran­ 
dom but broke up a pool game, by seizing 
the balls and driving the players out of the 
place.

They 
were finally arrested at Joe Virgo’s saloon 
by officers Burke and Cody, where they had 
been about to inaugurate their riotous 
proceedings, but were warned that the first 
m an who attem pted anything of the kind 
would be shot. 
As it was, they had done 
lots of mischief down town, the people, 
through fear, having allowed them full 
sway. The officers landed them safely in 
the lock-up. 
T hirty years ago this m onth Edwin 
Booth was playing at the 
Arch-street 
'Theater, Philadelphia; Anderson, the trage­ 
dian, was in St. Louis following on the 
heels of Barry Sullivan; Kate Denin Ryan, 
Old Tom Kemble and daughter, Drew, Faw ­ 
cett and others were playing at Pittsburg, 
P a ; Laura Keene was playing to crowded 
houses in New York; at the W inter Garden 
were Agnes Robertson, Mrs. John Wood, 
A. A. Davenport, Jefferson, Pearson and 
others—all playing in “The Cricket on the 
H earth;” M atilda Heron was playing the 
heroine in "G eraldine” at the Boston 
A theneum : Mr. and Mrs. Chanfrau were 
in Hartford, Conn , and Adelaide and Joey 
Gougenheim in Cincinnati. 
Madame Biscaccianti, a noted singer, 
arrived in San Francisco in October, 1859. 
F o r a tim e she was a bright star at the 
theaters, and drew ereat crowds, but some 
years later she had fallen so low that only 
melodeons (now know n as dives) would 
empioy her, such as the Bella Union, 
Olympic, and others. 
.’General Winfield Scott, having just 
arrived in San Francisco, was tendered a 
grand reception. Speeches were made by 
Colonel E. D. Baker and others, and a large 
procession paraded the streets. Quarters 
were secured for the General at the Oriental 
Hotel, then the best in the city. 
T he Sacram ento Library Association 
elected the following officers: Jacob Shew, 
President; Dr. G. L. Simmons. Vice-Presi­ 
d e n t; D. O. Mills, John H .

O ffic e r A s h a n d D ubois. 
W hile the crowd was gathered about the 
door of the house in which Joe Sm ith shot 
him self yesterday, Mannel Dubois, who 
claimed to own tbe house, undertook to 
enter. 
Officer Robert Ash blocked the 
doorway, however, and refused to let him 
in, when a war of words ensued. The 
officer intim ated that if bew ere not hand- 
icapn.d by his badge of office he would do 
some lively head-punching. 


A terrible tragedy occurred yesterday 
forenoon in this city, in which one person 
was killed and another dangerously in ­ 
jured. 
About 10 o’clock a telephone m es­ 
sage came to tbe police station announcing 
that two people had been shot at Second 
and L streets. 
A large crowd had already 
gathered in front of the house at No. 124 L 
street, where the shooting took place, when 
the police arrived. 
A t the foot of the bed 
in the house was lying the lifeless form of 
Joe Sm ith, a hack-driver at the Dexter 
Stables. H e was 


LY IN G ON H IS BACK, 
H is arm s outstretched, and a 38-caliber 
Sm ith <fc Wesson pistol lay on the lapel of 
his coat on the left side. 
A half-smoked 
cigar, which he probably had in his m outh, 
was also on the floor at his side. 
A bullet-hole was plainly in the back of 
his head, and three chambers of tbe pistol 
were empty. 


T H E FIBST IND ICATION OF TROUBLE 
Heard by the people in that vicinity were 
the reports of the pistol-shots in the 
honse. 
Im m ediately afterwards a woman 
came rushing out screaming at the top of 
ber voice, with blood stream ing from a 
terrible wound in tbe side of ber bead. She 
ran to tbe saloon on the southwest corner 
of Second and L streets, and by that time a 
num ber of person had collected. Sbe had 
no more than gotten out on the sidewalk 
when two more shots were fired, and peo­ 
ple came rushing to the spot from all di­ 
rections. A couple of doctors also arrived, 
and administered m orphine to the nnfortn- 
Date woman in order to ease her pain. 
She sat in a chair in tbe saloon fora time, 
and was afterward taken to the Receiving 
Hospital in a wagon. The body of Sm ith 
was left in the room until the Coroner ar­ 
rived and took charge of it. 


T H E WOMAN’S STATEM ENT. 
A t the Receiving Hospital the woman 
made a statem ent of the affair, as far as 
she knew, in the presence of Judge Buck­ 
ley, City Attorney Church, Chief of Police 
Lee, several of the officers, and a couple of 
newspaper reporters. She said her name 
was Louisa Belle 8m ith. She was the u n ­ 
divorced wife of Joseph Sm ith (deceased), 
and was 27 years of age. She said she did 
not feel weak, but sim ply felt a slight paiu. 
In speaking about the shooting she said 
Sm ith told ber yesterday, just before it oc­ 
curred, that be warned her to live with 
him and support him . 
She replied that 
she wasn’t able to, and w ouldn't do it. H e 
then said: “I’ll leave you and won’t come 
near you any more. 
I won’t harm you, 
but ybu’ll never see me again.” 
A t this he went into another room, and 
she sat down on the lounge. 
He returned, 
and going over to her placed the muzzle of 
the pistol very close to her head and fired. 
She jum ped up and ran out into the saloon, 
as before stated. 
She said Sm ith had 
threatened her life m any times before. 


H E B IN JU R IE S. 
The bullet entered the wom an’s head just 
back of the left ear. It ranged through the 
m outh, breaking the teeth, and lodged on 
the right side of the lower jaw. W here the 
bullet entered there were powder marks. It 
was two or three hours before the City 
Physician could be found to attend her. 


P H IL QKBHART's PART IN T H E A FFA IR . 
There was for a tim e some doubt as to 
whether Sm ith killed himself, or a third 
party had a hand in the affair. 
Im m ediately after the shooting a m an 
named "D utch P h il” rushed out (it is said) 
of a house adjoining that in which the 
shooting occurred and dashed through the 
yard w ith his hat in bis hand. A woman 
named Gracie McThomas says she was 
chopping wood in her yard when the man 
rushed by, colliding with and almost throw ­ 
ing ber over. H e did not say a word, but 
kept on running. She did not remember 
seeing anything but a hat in his hand. 


SM ITH’S STOCKTON R IV A L. 
The m an’s correct nam e is Philip Geb- 
hart, and while the Sm ith woman was in 
Stockton he lived with her. H e came to 
this city from Stockton a day or two ago, 
and, it is said, Btonped Friday night in the 
house adjoining that in which the shooting 
occurred. The injured woman states, how­ 
ever, that Gebhari was not in her house, 
and could not have bad anything to do 
with the shooting. 
An account ol the domestic troubles of 
Sm ith and his wife, in which Gebbart fig­ 
ured conspicuously, was published in the 
R ecord-Union a few m onths ago, and it 
showed a decidedly low state of m orals on 
the part of each of the Irio. 


GEBHART TELLS H IS STORY. 
Phil. Lew Hoffman, alias P hil. Gebbart, 
alias “Dutch Phil.,” the man whom it.was 
thought m ight have had a band in the 
affair, was seen last evening by a R e co r d - 
U n io n reporter, and in answer to a request 
to explain his position in the m atter he 
said : 
"I promised Mrs. Sm ith to call yesterday 
m orning between 7 and 9 o’clock. I went 
down there to L street, and the door was 
closed. 
I then went into Molly Brown's 
house next door, when I heard a shot and 
went out the back door. 
W hen I got to 
the back door of the salocn I heard another 
shot. I was in the middle room of Molly 
Brown's hou9e when the first shot was 
fired. I ran because I thought he [Sm ith] 
was going to shoot me. 
I did not intend 
to run away. My intention was to go to 
Tim Scriver's stable. The woman lived 
with me in Stockton. I had a fight with 
Sm ith once, and other times he threatened 
to shoot me.” 
Gebbart was found in the afternoon by 
officers M cLaughlin and ¡Franks under a 
house in the alley between O and P, Front 
and Second streets, and was arrested and 
locked up in tbe city prison to await devel­ 
opments; bnt in view of the following con­ 
fession made by Sm ith of his purpose to 
com m it suicide (since brought to light) be 
will probably be released.

T he A utopsy. 
Following is tbe report made by County 
Physician G. A. W hite of his autopsy on 
the body of Sm ith : 
J. Frank Clark, Coroner Sacramento County: 
This Is to certify that I have this day made an 
autopsical examination of the body of Joseph 
Smith, deceased. Examination of the surface 
of the body showed a pistol ball wound of the 
skull. The wound was situated on a line be­ 
tween the top of the right ear and the occipital 
protuberance, two and one-hall inches trom the 
latier point and four inches from the former. 
No other wounds 
were discovered 
upon 
the surface of the body. There were pow­ 
der marks about the wound, showing that the 
muzzle of the pistol was near the wound when 
discharged. The ball fractured the skull, the 
line of fracture extending from the point ot en­ 
trance to the center of the parietal bone ot the 
opposite side. The course ol the ball was diag­ 
onally across from right to left, wounding the 
posterior lobes of both hemispheres of the 
brain. Striking the fractured edge of the left 
fiarietat bone it glanced forward, wounding the 
eft hemisphere of the brain for a space of three 
inches. The above described wound was neces­ 
sarily fatal.

AH SING’S MONEY. 


H e T ries to C ollect a D ebt by T rouncing 
H is D ebtor. 
A Chinaman who travels under the 
weird appellation of “ Bologna Tom ,” and 
who works on a neighboring fruit ranch, 
came to town last night and called upon 
one A h Fow, who owed him $30. 
It was not the first tim e that Tom had 
demanded the paym ent of this same debt, 
but it appears tbal all prior attem pts to 
collect it had proved futile. 
As usual, Fow made several excuses, and 
instructed Tom to "call around to-mor­ 
row.” Tom, however, explained that he 
wanted to take his best girl out "to-m or­ 
row,” and wonld not have tim e to call 
around; therefore be would rather have 
the money then and there. 
Fow tried cajolerv, but in vain. 
Tom 
was inexorable. 
Fow then tried threats 
and thereby got into trouble. 
Tom seized the recalcitrant debtor by the 
two ears aDd bumped his head against a 
brick wall. Then he tweaked his nose, 
and subsequently threw him upon the 
floor and jum ped on him . All this Fow 
took without remonstrance, bat when Tom 
essayed to turn tbe debtor's pockets inside 
out with the hope of finding the am ount of 
the debt, Fow, too, became demonstrative. 
He dove hi9 hands beneath his blouse and, 
producing a six-shooter, leveled it at the 
persistent creditor. Tom suddenly rem em ­ 
bered that he had business elsewhere, and 
forthwith proceeded to attend to jit with 
Fow close upon his heels. The race was a 
m erry one and a large crowd of heathens 
and Caucasians joined in, as also did several 
police officers. 
Tom, realizing that m atters were getting 
tropical, eluded bis pursuer and left him to 
the mercy of the crowd. 
The crowd, not knowing w hat the real 
trouble was, and believing that Fow was 
some m urderous highbinder who had slain 
some fellow countrym an, set up a great 
uproar and increased their speed after the 
fleeing and screaming Mongol. 
Down I street to Fourth, to J, to Third, 
through an alley to Second and back to J 
tore the ever-increasing crowd, yelling like 
demons, and gradually gaining on tbe still 
screaming heathen. The latter only led 
them by about thirty yards, when officer 
Dolan whirled around a corner and grabbed 
him . Officers Farrell and Carroll were not 
far behind, and the three peace guardians, 
surrounded by the surging and panting 
mob, marched the supposed m urderer to 
the City Prison, where he was charged 
with disturbing the peace.

INTENDED SUICIDE. 


A L e tte r F ound in S m ith 's P o c k e t M ay 
E xplain th e S hooting. 
Deputy Coroner George Clark found the 
following letter in the inside coat pocket of 
Sm ith, which explains the canse of the 
terrible tragedy: 
8ACBAHKNTO, 1889. 
My name is Joseph Henry Smith, born in 
Sacramento July 27, i860. 1 am 29 years old. 
Tbia lady is my wife, fahe is about to leave me 
again, aDd this is what causes me to end mi­ 
lite. She was born in tne year 1862, October 
9tb, and is 27 years old. I have a sister at Twen 
tieth and N streets. Sacramento and a brother 
in the city, and a sister in Vallejo. No. J88 York 
street. Yours, ever, 
J. H. S m it h . 
On the back of the sheet was found the 
following n o te : 
A man by the name of Phil. Gebhart is the 
cacse of all this trouble. He is a nephew of 
Judge Ac km an, of San Francisco. 


GEBHART RELEASED, 


B u t th e P olice Officers N otified to A rrest 
H im A gain. 
After the letter above printed had been 
found on the persoD of Sm ith, the police 
released Gebhart. This action was consid­ 
erably criticised during tbe evening, many 
still holding to the theory that Sm ith could 
not have fired tbe fatal shot, and that Geb­ 
hart was in some way concerned in the 
shooting. 
W hen officer M cLaughlin fonnd him se­ 
creted under the bnilding in tbe alley the 
first thing he said was : "B illy, I didn’t 
shoot Sm ith—be shot s t m e!” 
A couple of city officials were riding in 
the vicinity of the tragedy at the time it 
occurred and heard the wom an's screams 
coming apparently from the saloon where 
she was found. Just following the screams 
tbev beard tbree pistol shots, and then saw 
Gebhart running away down Second street. 
They drove after him , but he escaped 
through an alley. 
At a late hour last night instructions 
were issued from the police station to the 
officers to bring Gebhart in again, it being 
deemed advisable to hold him and await 
further developments, or to secure his at 
tendance as a witness at the inquest. 
He 
had not been arrested at 1 o'clock this 
morning. 
MRS. SMITH’S INJURY. 
The wonDded woman was taken to the 
Connty Hospital in the evening and an 
ooeration performed for the extraction of 
the ballet.

In Judge Van Fleet’s Court yesterday tbe 
hearing of the case of Bagwell vs. Ah Sing 
was resumed, tbe proceedings being upoD 
defendant’s m otion to set aside a former 
judgm ent, alleged to have been obtained 
through fraud. W hen the case was called 
Jud C. Brnsie, attorney for Ah 8ing, arose 
and said the plaintiff was prepared to show 
that some tim e in June Ah Sing m ade a 
chattel mortgage to one C. E. Wagner, for 
which W agner was to advance $1,400 to Ah 
SiDg, in order that the latter m ight pay the 
expenses of picking his hop crop. 
Bag­ 
well, knowing the Chinaman, bad recom­ 
mended W agner, and subsequent to the 
execution of the chattel mortgage Bagwell 
drew various sum s of m oney from Wagner, 
and had such sum s charged to Ah Sing, but 
that the money wa9 invariably applied to 
his (Bagwell’s) own use. 
Judge Van Fleet—"Do you mean to say, 
Mr. Brnsie, that Bagwell drew snm s of 
money from W agner UDder the pretense 
that he was getting it for A h Sing, and then 
applied it to his own use?” 
Brusie—"That's just what I do m ean to 
say, your H onor." 
Lawyer W hite—"Y ou are m aking some 
very strong statem ents.” 
Brusie—"I am not m aking any statem ent 
that I am unable to substantiate; and what 
is more, instead of Ah Sing owing Bagwell, 
the latter is indebted to Ah Sing in the sum 
of $700.” 
A H SIN G’S BROADSIDE. 
The exam ination of Ah Sing by Attorney 
Pickett failed to bring out anything favor­ 
able to tbe Bagwell side. Tbe witness 
denied tbat the affidavit presented by his 
attorney (Brusie) in support of the motion 
to set aside the judgm ent had been signed 
by him without a knowledge of its contents, 
as alleged in the cross-affidavit of Bagwell. 
He said that on the 22d of September Bag­ 
well came to his Btore on I street and told 
him to go to Pickett's office the next m orn­ 
ing and fix m atters up so that the attach­ 
m ent levied by the Sacramento Lumber 
Company on his m oney m ight be released 
and he be able to get some money to pay 
some Chinamen. The next m orning he 
went to Pickett’s office, as requesied, and 
found there Pickett. Bagwell and Chung 
Kee, his (Ah Sing’s) partner. 
Bagwell 
told him to sign a paper, so that he could 
go and get some money for witness. 


H E SIGNED T H E FATAL PA PEB . 
Pickett was writing at the tim e, but got 
up and pointed to a place on the paper tor 
witness to sign his name, telling him it 
was all right. 
W itness said he signed his 
name without the paper having been read 
to him . After that Bagwell took it and 
said he would go and get the m oney for 
him. 
Ah Sing further testified that he subse­ 
quently related all tbe facts to his attorney, 
Mr. Brusie, and tbat Brusie prepared an 
affidavit embodying bis statem ent, which 
was read to him and then signed by him, 
be beiDg fully informed as to its contents. 
During his exam ination witness expressed 
surprise at Bagwell's claim for $600 (or 
horse-hire, saying that during the season 
he had only from two to six horses in use, 
at twenty-five cents each per day. 


BAGW ELL WANTED IN COURT. 
The Court said he would like to hear the 
testimony of Bagwell in regard to the m at­ 
ter of horse-hire, and on other points at 
issue. 
Mr. Pickett replied tbat he had told Bag­ 
well to be sure and be in Court, and tbat 
his failure to be present was through no 
fault or negligence of his (Pickett’s). 
Mr. Brusie—“ I have ordered a subpena 
for Mr. Bagwell, and the Sheriff tells me he 
cannot be fonnd.” 
Judge Van Fleet—"W ell, Mr. Pickett, 
for your own sake, I would suggest that 
yon see to bringing him into Court.” 
Mr. Pickett—"I shall certainly endeavor 
to do so. And I wish tosay here that I am 
only answering as to m atters occurring in 
my office. 
A nything that Mr. Bagwell 
may have done on tbe outside has, of 
course, nothing to do w ith m e.” 
Lincoln W hite, who is acting as attorney 
for Mr. Pickett, endeavored to get from the 
witness. Ah Sing, an admission that be 
bad told Pickett that the Brusie affidavit 
had never been read to him , bnt the China­ 
man denied having ever said anything of 
the kiDd. 


BAGW ELL AND W AGNER'S FIN A N C IER IN G . 
J. D. Lockhart being called, testified that 
on Sunday. September 2d, Bagwell (who 
was heavily indebted to him ) told him be 
was about to get some money from a 
Chinaman, and that he was going to get 
the latter to confess to a judgm ent. Bag­ 
well came to him again that day, and said 
the Chinaman bad signed a confession of 
judgm ent, and that he (Bagwell) would 
get the money that evening. In the even­ 
ing he said he could not get it till the next 
day. 
W hen he next came he took out 
$14 70 and offered it to witness, sayiDg he 
did not get what he expected and had to 
pay his attorney $30, beside the Court ex­ 
penses. 
W itness said that Bagwell admitted hav­ 
ing told the Chinaman that the Sacramento 
Lum ber Company had attached his (Ah 
Sing’s) moDey, and thereby got him to 
sign a confession of judgm ent. 
Bagwell 
further told witness tbat Ah Sing went to 
W agner and got $40; that WagDer drew 
up a note for $400 and sent it by him for 
Ah Sing to sign. 
W itness asked Bagwell: “Did the China­ 
m an sign it?” and Bagwell replied : 
"Y es. He can’t read; he can sign his 
own name, and that’s all.” 


T H E CASE GOES OVER. 
Mr. Brusie then announced that he had 
issued subpenaes for both W agner and Bag 
well as witnesses, but that they had not yet 
been fonnd. 
Judge Van Fleet—“Mr. Pickett, will you 
have Bagwell here at 10 o’clock on Monday 
m orning ?” 
Mr. Pickett—"I will.” 
Judge Van Fleet—"Then this case will be 
continued until that tim e.” 


A VERY QUEER CASE. 
Tbe facts of the case are involved in con­ 
siderable confusion, but it would seem that 
W agner had taken a mortgage for $1,400 on 
the Chinam an’s hops, against which Bag­ 
well drew from time to time certain sums 
of money, which Ah Sing says Bagwell 
used for himself and then charged 
the 
money up to him. 
W agner claims that the 
money is still due him ($1.400), and Bag­ 
well has claims against Ah Sing amounting 
to $1,200, besides the $400 which he got 
through his judgm ent. 
In 
short, the 
Chinaman gets nothing for his hops, and is 
nearly $3,000 in debt! 
The presum ption is, however, that before 
Judge Van Fleet gets through with the 
ease—provided W agner and Bagwell can 
be got into Court—will have the facts so 
straightened out that one will not need ta 
be añ expert accountant In order to under­ 
stand where Ah Sing’s money has gone to.

The Oakland m onum ent, which is re­ 
produced w ith this article, is a plain, bnt 
very imposing piece of work. 
It is m a d e 
of gray granite throughout, and measures 
in hight twenty-four feet from the base to 
the pointed too. 
It is in two pieces, the 
jedestal and shaft. The shaft, which is 
lighly polished, but devoid of any other 
ornamentation, measures eighteen feet in 
hight, and is sculptured from a solid block 
of high-grade granite. 
It measures two 
feet and four and a half inches square at 
the base where it rests upoD the p e d e s t a l, 
and narrows gradually toward the top, 
measuring twenty inches square at the top. 
The pedestal is a massive structure and 
well able to bear the heavy and 
le D g th y 
shaft which rests upon it. 
It is eight feet 
square at tbe base and narrows in graceful 
proportions npward until the resting place 
of tbe shaft is reached. 
In about the cen­ 
ter of the pedestal on one side appears the 
name " A. J. Stevens,” standing out in 
bold relief, chiseled upon the big block of 
granite which composes the m ain portion 
of the pedestal. 
The polishing of this 
m onum ent, it is tbonght, will be finished 
in a few days. 
T he statue which is to be placed in the 
Plaz-i in this city is also well under way, 
but it will be some tim e yet before it is 
finished. It is altogether different in de­ 
sign from the one in Oakland. 
It will 
consist of a statue of the deceased Master 
Mechanic, m ounted upon an 
elaborate 
pedestal of granite, which measures nine 
feet square at tbe base, and eleven and a 
half feet high. 
The statue will be eight 
feet high. 
Both m onum ents will be unveiled on 
Thanksgiving Day.

things on, and beside this, General Passen­ 
ger agent Goodman has detailed one of his 
passenger agents, Captain Knight, to go 
with the products and Bee that they are 
presented in good shape to the distin­ 
guished visitors. 
The plan is to secure the grand dining 
hall of the ÜDton Depot at Council Bluffs 
for the occasion. There a banquet, com­ 
posed almost entirely of California pro­ 
ducts will be spread, and there on Saturday 
evening nest the delegates will be enter­ 
tained. 
M. M. Estee, the Pacific Coast del­ 
egate, will start from here Tuesday. He 
will formally present the tribute from our 
orchards and viueyard-, and urge Califor­ 
nia’s claims to the desired visit. 
These representatives of our Centra! and 
South American neighbors will see there 
some of the finest table grapes thev may 
ever see, contributed by growers in the 
Alhambra valley 
and the Santa Cruz 
mountains. 
There will be big mellow 
apples irom Monterey county, wine from 
various vineyards, almonds from Solano, 
fri.it marmalade from Los Angelr-ss, olive 
oil an., drit-1 fruit from Santa Clara and 
raisins from Fresno. 
Fifty cases of wine, 
including champagne, with some choice 
brandy, have been donated by different 
local merchants and producers, among 
them being Messrs. Harasztby, Gundlach, 
Lacharan, Kohler, Crabb, De Turk, Wet- 
more. Carpy, J. P. Smith, Schilling & Co. 
and Napa Valley Wine Company. The 
Fresno people contributed five hundred 
quarter cases of choicest layer raisins. 
From Martinez E. B. Smith sent in nfty 
half-crates of grapes that he collected from 
generous growers, and Messrs. Bailey of 
San Jose, and Duock of Napa, also sent in 
fine grapes. A lot of olive oil and a salad 
service made of olive wood has been given 
by Mr. Goodrich of the Quinto olive farm, 
near Mountain View.

P alerm o, October 19th.—The sale of the 
Palermo towusite to the Southern Pacific 
Company was consummated to-day, and 
the deed for the same placed on record at 
Oroville this afternoon. Great excitement 
prevails over the transfer, and all unite in 
considering it a great boom to Butte. 
Mr. Hayes, representing the Pacific Im ­ 
provement Company, is in town looking 
over the purchase with a view of immediate 
improvements. There is much speculation 
as to the consideration involved, and al­ 
though both parties to the transaction are 
extremely reticent, knowing ones place the 
figures close on to $80,000. 
The Oroville Mercury comments on the 
sale as follows : The initial blast of the 
grand boom for our citrus belts was set off 
to-day m Oroville by the transfer of the 
townsite of pretty Palermo to the Pacific 
Improvement Company. 
For some weeks the great sale has been 
under negotiation between Messrs. McAfee, 
Baldwin and Hammond and the improve­ 
ment company. The splendid transfer was 
consummated to-day. 
The townsite of Palermo, which is un­ 
paralleled for its beauty and richness and 
nealtbfulness of location, consists of forty- 
four blocks, nearly 200 acres. 
The deed is now on record in the Re­ 
corder's oifice. This means a great deal 
for Eastern Butte, the greatest citrus sec­ 
tion of California.

T h e D e a th R a te for th e F a s t W eels U n­ 
u su a lly L a rg e. 
San F rancisco,October 19th.—The death 
rate in this city the past week, as shown 
by the H ealth' Office records, was unusu­ 
ally large, viz : 121, as against 99 last week 
and 100 the corresponding week last year. 
The decedents of foreign birth numbered 
56, including 11 Mongolians. Thirty, or 
25 per cent, of the deceased, were under 1 
year of ace, while seventeen were between 
the ages of 60 and 90. One committed sui­ 
cide, one met with an accidental death and 
thirty-two died in public institutions. 
Consumption w as fatal in tw eD ty cases, 
typhoid fever and inanition, nine each; 
heart disease, eight; cancer, six; pneu­ 
monia, couvulsionsand cholera infantum, 
five each: diphtheria, two. 
By classification, the fatal diseases were: 
Zymotic, twenty-one; constitutional, twen­ 
ty-seven; local, fifty-eight; developmental, 
thirteen; by violence, two.

Stockton, October 19th.—At a meeting 
of the Board of Trade to-Dignt a committee 
of fifteen, consisting of seven members of 
the Board and eight members from the 
county at large, was appointed for the pur­ 
pose of inviting the National Grange to 
visit Stockton, and defraying the expenses 
of their entertainment. 
The northern gas well has been com­ 
pleted to a depth of 1,630 feet. On Thurs­ 
day the borers struck another flow of 7,000 
cnbic feet, which makes a total flow of 
34,000 cubic feet daily, actual measure­ 
ment. 
This forenoon 
the borers reached a 
gravel bed, from which it is hoped a con­ 
siderable flow will b(; obtained. 
James Caven, a prominent Stocktonian, 
has become demented in mind, and imag­ 
ines some conspiracy to injure him.

P h il a d e l p h ia , October 19th. — Claus 
Spreckels. the sugar refiner, arrived here 
from 8an Francisco this evening. He will 
at once set to work making preparations 
for the opening of his big tefinery here. 
He is very sanguine, and thinks as soon as 
his refinery gets fairly started the sugar 
trust will find he is in earnest. 
Spreckels said to-night that many false 
reports had been circulated to the effect 
that his new refinery here will never be 
operated by himself. He enters a general 
and unqualified denial of all these reports. 
Mr. Spreckels has addressed a letter to 
Boston aDd New York papers which pub­ 
lished the reports, in which he says in 
p art: 
"My refinery in Philadelphia was not 
built to be sold, and I have never had the 
least intention of disposing of it, although 
numerous propositions have been made to 
me to do so. 
I have never entered into 
negotiations with the sugar trust upon any 
single occasion, but the sugar trust has ap­ 
proached me upon several occasions. I 
have purchased raw sugar, it is true, and 
I intend to pay, myself, every dollar of 
duty upon such purchase. 
"I have no knowledge that the trust in­ 
tends to pay the duties and make a present 
of the amount, but I shall certainly refine 
the whole of the raw sugar I have pur­ 
chased, in my own refinery, and for my 
own benefit. 
“As far as I am concerned, there has 
been no collusion and no attempt at collu­ 
sion between the trust and myself, I never 
asked the trust to purchase my California 
refinery and never named a sum for which 
it could be bought, but I have been asked 
to sell it, and I have been asked to join the 
trust, but I absolutely declined both prop­ 
ositions. 
“My California refinery is not and never 
was for sale. My Philadelphia refinery 
has been built for the purpose I originally 
stated, and from which I have never once, 
even in thought, deviated. 
“ As long as I am alive, it is my inten­ 
tion to engagein the business entirely upon 
my own account and without the interfer­ 
ence or co-operation of any other individu­ 
als.” 
“ I do not need and never have needed 
assistance from others, and I certainly have 
no use for a sugar trust. 
“ The experience of the past two years 
have shown that those who relused to join 
a trust have acted wisely, and fared very 
much better than those who were foolish 
enough to enter into such an illegal com­ 
bination.” 


M ISSISSIPPI PO L IT IC S. 


A S tron g L ette r F ro m ttie R ep u b lica n 
S tate C o m m ittee. 
N ew O r le a n s, October 19th.—A Times- 
Democrat Jackson, Miss., special says the 
Republican State Executive 
Committee 
met here to-day to consider the withdrawal 
of General Chalmers from the head of the 
State ticket. 
The committee issued the following: 
“As Republicans of Mississippi we are 
compelled to withdraw our State ticket, as 
we know our votes would be stolen and 
our voters driven from the polls, but we 
hoped in the larger towns and cities at least 
a semblance of free speech might still re­ 
main to us, but our candidates are not 
safely allowed to discuss or protest. 
“We desired especially to go before the 
whole people of tbeState aud challenge the 
Democrats to a comparison of principles 
and records. 
"When the armed revolution of 1875 
wrested the State from us, Mississippi was 
the only Southern Stats unburdened with 
a State debt. She has a Democratic one 
to-day. 
Mississippi is governed by a mi­ 
nority despotism, and we appeal to our 
country for redress.” 
“Th8 Constitution that we adopted is the 
only one in the 
South so satisfactory 
that it had not been changed. Our laws 
stand substantially unchanged and unre­ 
pealed, but we are Republicans, and this is 
our only offense. 
"For fourteen years, ever since the infa­ 
mous Mississippi plan was adopted, our 
path has been marked by the blood of our 
slain.

111., December 3,1829; received a good 
education and adopted the profession ot law; in 
1861 participated in the war for the Union as 
Major of the Fifty-sixth Illinois Volunteers; was 
promoted to the rank of Colonel in 1862; to the 
rank of Brevet Brigadier-General in 1861; to the 
full rank of Brigadier in 1865, serving in the 
Army of the Tennessee until January o f the 
latter year. He commanded a brigade with 
General McPherson during the siege of Vicks­ 
burg; went w ith General Sherman to Chatta­ 
nooga in i860, commanding a brigade. He was 
at the battle of Mission Ridge, aud commanded 
a brigade during the grand march through 
Georgia in 1864. In 1866 tic was elected a Repre­ 
sentative from Illinois to the Fortieth Congress, 
serving on the committees on Mileage and Mili­ 
tary Adairs. He was Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue from 1S76 to 1883, when he resigned 
and engaged in the practice o f law in W ashing­ 
ton City, in which he has been engaged ever 
since, taking numerous trips to the Southwest 
and to Colorado, where he is interested in lands, 
mines and cattle.]

D a m a g e s D o n e b y th e O verflow o f a 
L a rg e R iv er. 
W ash ing to n, October 19tb.—A dispatch 
from Minister Denby, under date of Au­ 
gust 31st, reierring to the ravages of the 
Yellow river in China, says ; “ The dam­ 
age caused by the latest break in its banks 
is irreparable. Owing to the deposits of 
silt it is estimated fifty years must elapse 
before the lands inundated will be uselul 
again for agricultural purposes. 
“ A peculiar feature of the trouble is that 
the deposits in the bed of the river are so 
constant in their accretion, that any system 
of prevention of these breaks in the banks, 
caused by the rise in the bed of the river, 
to be effective, would cost a most enormous 
sum of money. 
“It seems likely that a radical system of 
prevention of these breaks will never be 
adopted, and these floods may be expected 
each year.

19th.—The agreeable 
impression left by the Czar's visit still pre­ 
vails here. It is now definitely known 
that Bismarck’s per.-uasive representation 
succeeded in eliciting from the ' ztr ex­ 
pressions more frienoly to liimsell audio 
Germany than the Chancellor expected. 
Before leaving for Friedrichs’uhe Bismarck 
received several of .he leading ciip'oma’ic 
representatives, and in conversation re 
ferred to peaceful inclinations of the Czar. 
The Czar, he said, assured him that Russia 
would not provoke war, aud especially 
never begin war against Germany. Ad­ 
vices from St. Petersburg refer to the ex­ 
cited alarm of the Pan-Slavists because the 
Czar has been again outwitted, 
De Giers, whose position is threatened by 
the growing influence of General Dasch 
koff, is reported as writing on the margin 
of a report sent him regarding the Berlin 
interview: “This wants something—the 
name of the Russian diplomat who cleaned 
Bismarck’s hoots.” 
This remark is directly pointed at Dasch 
koff, who remained here several days after 
the Czar left, and had a long conference 
each day either with the Chancellor or 
Bismarck. 
The safe arrival of the imperial party at 
Gatschina relieved the official mind here, 
which could not help being affected by the 
nervous anxieties pervading the Czar's 
whole entouiage. Even Count Schouvalofl 
showed himself to be quite anxious. This 
fear caused large sums 10 be uselessly 
expended at Old Scbloas and at llie 
pataje at Potsdam for securing the isola­ 
tion of the Czar if he should stay at either. 
A telegram announces the arrival of Em­ 
peror William and the Empress at Monza 
this morning. King Humbert and Queen 
Margaret received them at the station and 
drove to the castle under an escort of 
cavalry and troops lining the route. The 
official programme for Emperor William’s 
visit to Constantinople is published. The 
Emperor arrives at Constantinople Novem­ 
ber 2d, and on the 3d the Sultan gives a 
reception at Gildiz Kiosk, followed by a 
banquet on the 4th. 
The Emperor attends service at the 
Protestant church, and later in the day 
there will be a reception at the German 
Embassy. 
On the 5th the party will take leave of 
Constantinople. 
The speech to be read from the throne in 
the Reichstag on Tuesday alludes to the 
improved prospect of continued peace un­ 
menaced on any side to strengthen the ties 
of united Germauy with the friendly pow­ 
ers, to a settlement of the Wohlfgemuth 
difficulty, leading to a better entente with 
Switzerland, and to the progress of internal 
prosperity.

Lisbon was the scene of 
the wedding which uuited Prince Carlos to the 
Princess Am elle. As the Comte is recognized 
by both the Bourbon and the ijrleanist patties 
as heir to the throne o f France, the union may 
have grave political results; this not, ot course, 
because Portugal is a State possessing any con­ 
siderable influence in Europe but because her 
royal stock belongs to the great family ol Ger­ 
man sovereigns. The Orleanist and Bourbon 
pretender u fth e throne of F'rance became by 
this marriage father-in-law to a Prince who was 
heir to the throne of Portugal and at the same 
time a member o f the Teutonic royal families. 
Am elie’s life was quiet and uneventtul. she 
was never heard of bv the general public until 
the marriage was arranged.

M a n c h e s t e r , October 19th.—The Chief 
Secretary for Ireland in a speech to-night 
declared the recent Gladstonian successes 
at the elections were due to the Socialistic 
agitation. The Irish tenants wanted home 
rule in order to get power to appropriate 
somebody’s property. 
Gladstone might 
not look beyond home rule, but La- 
bouchere and others cared less for home 
rule than for social spoliation. 
The Gladstonians were trying to debauch 
the nation and destroy the union. 


PR O G R E SS IN C H IN A . 


R ed R iv er O p en ed to C om m erce—C u stom ­ 
h o u se s E sta b lish ed . 


W a s h in g t o n , October 19th.—The Secre­ 
tary ol the Treasury yesterday received a 
letter from the Secretary of State inclosing 
a copy of a dispatch received from the 
American Minister to China, under date of 
August 23d, reporting the opening of the 
Long Hoi or Red river to trade and the 
establishment of custom-houses at certain 
places located thereon. 
The letter sets 
forth as follows: By the trade regulations 
for the Anam frontier, jointly determined 
on by France and Chin8, signed April 25, 
1866, it was provided that two places 
should be be opened for trade, one to the 
north of Lang«on, v iz: Lungcbow, in 
Kwangsi, and the other above Laokay— 
Mengtsn, in Tiennan. Afterward, in 1887, 
it was further provided that Manghai, 
which lie9 between Laokay aud Mengtsn, 
should also be opened to trade. By the 
regulations it was agreed that China should 
tsreblish custom-houses at these places, 
and France should have the right to send 
ConsuisJ’hither. 
In accordance with 
this Convention 
France has now installed a Consul at 
Mengtsn. The Long Hoi or Red river 
empties into the Gulf of Tocquin. Hanoi 
is sttua ed on it, as are Laozay, Meucha 
and Mengtsn. It is said that one of the 
principal objects of France in securing 
Tonqnin was to open np this river to trede. 
For some time the Red river was supposed 
to be of little value for other than boat nav­ 
igation. Within a few weeks a steamer of 
tne Compagnie des Messageries, the Lio- 
kay, successfully ascended the river to 
La >key. aud is now on the descent thereof 
with a cargo. The Laokay was especially 
built for the ss;ent of the rapids, and took 
ground only once. Foreign goods impoited 
by this route are to pay 70 per cent, cf the 


import duties collected by the customs at 
the coasts in China. 
Produce exported to Tonqnin pays 60 per 
cent, of the export duties collected at the 
treaty ports in China. The necessary Chi­ 
nese customs officeis are now located at 
these ports, and the regular trade will com­ 
mence. It is to be noted that Dr. Albert A. 
Fulton, of the American Presbyterian Mis­ 
sion, has already, with characteristic enter­ 
prise, taken advantage of the fact that LuDg 
Chow, in Kwang9i, ha9 been made a treaty 
port, and has gone thither from Canton to 
establish a hospital. 


D Y N A M IT E GUNS. 


D istin g u ish ed E n g lish G u n n ers Say It is 
a D a n g ero u s W ea p o n . 
L ondon, October 19th.—A number of 
naval and military officers have been seen 
by the Herald correspondent and asked to 
express an opiDion ot the Zalinski pneu­ 
matic gttD, in view of the recen* experi­ 
ments. Sir Frederick Richards, K. C. B., 
said : “I have been traveling a great deal, 
and have not had time to thoroughly 
master the recent experiments. It seems, 
however, to be nothing more nor less than 
an aerial torpedo. 1 think it would be a 
powerful instrument employed against a 
town, bat I think it will require a great 
deal of improvement before it can be used 
Mtcoewfully against shipa.” Sir Frederick 
Richards is the Admiral who was lately 
ci niúiahder-iu-ch.ef of the East India sta­ 
tion. He is one of three Admirals who 
produced the report up n the naval ma- 
ueuvtrs in 1S8S which largely contributed 
to pass the naval defense bill. 
Admiral Morgan Singer, adviser to the 
firm of Maxim A Nordenfeldt, gun-makers, 
was reluctant to speak, but on beiDg pressed 
said : “If my opinion is worth anything, I 
may say that it all depends upon the value 
of the projectile. The advocates of the gun 
state thai if the projectile falls within 
thirty to forty feet of a vessel it explodes 
with great ► tlVct. That is not my experi­ 
ence at all. 
I believe mt self that unless 
the projectile falls within even a space of 
twenty feet, supposing it to be charged 
with i,000 pounds of dynamite, it would 
have very little effect. Indeed, I have 
never seen the Zalinski gun used within 
reasonable accuracy. I have seen it used 
in its early days, aud its accuracy was very 
bad indeed.” 
“Then yon might fire a good many 
rounds Defore you struck a ship or anything 
else?” 
“ Its defects have never been satisfactorily 
cleared up to my mind, but if all the things 
said about it now are true it must be a very 
formidable weapon of naval artillery.” 
General Sir Andrew Clarke, G. K. C. B., 
seems to attach very great importance to 
the Zalinski gun. "I regard it as a most 
formidable weapon ss employed against 
towns and when used against ships.” 
“Do you think that a projectile dropped 
within thirty or forty feet of a vessel and 
then exploded would be effective for de­ 
structive purposes 7” 
"I most certainly think so.” 
“Have you any experience of its ac­ 
curacy? Does it deliver with tolerable ac­ 
curacy 7” 
“Both from my own experience and from 
what reliable witnesses have told me I can 
certainly say so. I think the gun is a 
most formidable weapon and one of the 
most effective weapons of the kind we have 
had.” 
Lieutenant-General Sir Andrew Clark is 
a roost distinguished military officer. He 
is 65 years old and entered the army forty- 
five years ago.____________

Ottawa (Ont.), October 19th.—The ex­ 
citement is intense at Oshawa over the an­ 
nouncement that the Mayor of the city, R. 
McGee, had failed, and that as a result a 
large number of widows and orphans had 
been thrown into the world penniless. 
Were it not for the critical condition of 
his health just now it would be impossible 
to prevent the excited and indignant citi­ 
zens who congregated about his residence 
from wreaking their vengeance upon him. 
The surprise was intensified from the fact 
that McGee has been one of the 1 e ■» 
lights in religious and social circles, atT 
man whose word was as good as his bond. 
Everything had gone on smoothly with 
him for years, and to have hinted reproach­ 
fully at his character would have aroused 
the whole community agaiDst anyone who 
was bad enough to do so. A few days ago, 
however, he wes stricken 
down 
with 
paralysis, and his business, that of a real 
estate broker and agent for loan companies, 
had to be looked after by outsiders, who 
were not long in discovering how m .ttirs 
stood. 
The most remarkable peculations were 
brought to light, the majority of his victims 
being widows and orphans, whose credulity 
he Lad successfully played upon, and who 
had Intrusted him with their wealth. 
The loan companies, as well as the cor­ 
poration of the town, also figure among his 
victims. It is yet impossible to say the ex­ 
tent of his shortage, but it will run consid­ 
erably over $100,000.
